and true and beautiful; to serve Christ wherever a sad heart can 
be made happy or a wrong will set right; and to recognize God’s 
coming Kingdom in every institution and person that helps men 
to leve one another.—Outlook. 
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802—Conscription and the War 


uestion—I see by the papers that members of cer- 
wie sects, whose creeds do not permit their members 
to go to war, will be excused. How does the Chris- 
tian Church stand, as a body, do they believe in war 


or not? 

The Christian Church seeks to stand by 
the Bible. They do not believe in making 
war on any nation, but when war is forced 
upon us, as Germany has done, then they 
will fight in defense of their homes and 
their country—there is nothing else to do, 
unless we are willing to be swallowed na- 
tionally by an enemy. 


803—Rewarded According to Our Works 


Question—Please explain Psalm 87: 9, 33.—E. J. W. 

Psalm 37: 9, reads: 

“For evil doers shall be cut off: but those that 
wait upon the Lord, they shall inherit the earth.” 

Psalm 87: 88, reads: 5 

“The Lord will not leave him in his hand, nor 
condemn him when he is judged.” 


In the first of these passages, the Lord 
is contrasting the judgments that are to 
come upon the wicked with the blessings 
which shall crown the righteous. In the 
second passage, He is showing the deliv- 
erance of the saint who has been badly and 
severely handled (judged) by the wicked. 
The Lord says such an one He will not 
conden as the wicked did. This is clearly 
indicated in verse 82 of the same Psalm. 


804—Is the Grange a Lodge? 


Question—What do you think: of the Grange? It 
is a band of farmers (and their wives, perhaps) 
organized for the purpose of eliminating the middle 
man. 


We are unable to answer intelligently, 
inasmuch as we have never been in a meet- 
ing of the Grange. However, the purpose 
of the Grange seems unlike the purpose’ of 
the lodge. Indeed we know nothing per- 
sonally of the Masons, Knights of Pythias, 
or the Odd Fellows, as we have never been 
in one of their lodges. What we said as to 
the lodge system was based upon what their 
members, or ex-members, have said of them, 
and upon what. the courts have said, based 
upon sworn testimony. The “effort of the 
Grange to protect the farmer seems justi- 


fied, when considered from certain stand-' 


points. However, the effort to protect one 
class of the people of a common country, as 
against another class, does not seem to be 


Christ’s way—He was for the good of all.. 


In this it seems wise that Christians should 
follow their Master. Do you not think 
that all Christians should stand for the good 
of all? 


805—Reading the Daily Papers 


Question—How is it that so many of us Christians 
have so keen an appetite for the daily paper, but 
care so little for the reading of the Bible? I am 
not saying it is a sin to read the daily paper, nor 
am I saying they dre to be condemned for reading 
them, but I cannot say that for their responsibility 
in not reading the Bible more faithfully than they 
do the papers, 


Your question tells an awful tale on some 
people, since people read most what they 
like most. I do not regard it as a sin to 


read the daily paper, but to read it to the. 
neglect of your Bible, that is the sin, a sin 
that is cursing many a life. Let us raise 
our voices against this habit, and insist on 
Christians making the reading of their 


Bibles first, and then, if we have time, read 
the papers to see what is going on in the 
world. 


806—Are the Three Houses the Same? 


Question—Is the house spoken of in Heb. 3:3, the 
same as the house referred to in Eph. 2:10, 20? 


In Heb. 3: 3, the reference is undoubted- 
ly to Christ’s work in building His Church. 
In Eph. 2:10, 20, while the commentators 
do not make the point clear, yet, as we see 
it from a common sense standpoint, the ref- 
erence is to the building of the individual 
Christian, but of course the Church is con- 
stituted of individual Christians, and so to 
all practical ends, the building of the in- 
dividual Christian, as in Eph. 2:10, 20, is 
essentially the same as the building of the 
Church of Christ, so I should say, for prac- 
tical purposes, the three houses are one. 


807—A Great Surprise 


Question—Please explain Matt. 25: 40. 

That verse reads: “And the King shall answer 
and say unto them, Verily, I say unto you, Inasmuch 
as ye have done it unto one of the least of these, my 
brethren, ye have done it unto me.”—E. J. W. 


Jesus, in assuming human nature, so 
identified himself with the human family 
that henceforth whatever is done for the 
suffering and needy of earth, He regards it 
as having been done unto Him. It may be 
one of the humblest of earth in prison, or 
in sickness and in need of human sympathy. 
When these are given in the name of Christ, 
the act shall be regarded as done unto Je- 
sus Himself. This beyond all question 
gives us the assurance of the full apprecia- 
tion of such work on the part of Jesus. Did 
you give a cup of cold water one day to a 
dusty and wayworn traveler? Did you 
realize that Jesus was looking on and re- 
joicing over your service to the needy one? 
Did you stop to think that Jesus regarded 
the act as done unto Himself? That is the 
thought in Matt. 25: 40. 





808—The Attitude of the Christian Church 


Question—What is the attitude of the Christian 
Church toward secret societies, since so many influ- 
ential Christian men and women are opposed to them, 
while not a few Christian organizations make mem- 
bership in a lodge a bar to membership in the 
Church? And will you tell me, do not the following 
Scriptures bear out their thought in this particular, 
or in maintaining the stand they have taken against 
the secret lodge system? The Scriptures to which I 
refer are as. folléws: John 18:20; Matt. 24: 26; 
James 5:12; Lev. 5:4, 5; Eph. 5:11, 12, ete.—P.G. 


The Christian Church as a body has 
never taken any stand on the secret lodge 
question, so far as I know. Some of its 
members stand for the secret lodge and 
some against it. It is not mine to judge 
the conscience of any other man, but I 
could not be associated with the secret lodge 
system, not that I am an enemy to the 
persons who do belong to it, but because I 
think it is not the thing which is in keeping 
with teachings of the Master. Besides, if 
I am to give my life, my time, my talents, 
however small, and my little money to the 
cause of Christ, it is not right in me to 


divide these things up with a worldly so- . 


ciety and so keep the Church out of my 
help, be it little or much. Jesus has a right 
to my all. The passages you quote in the 
main are to the point, as I see it. ° 












8098—Why Only One Sidet 


Question—I have been interested in your answers 
to Inquirer’s questions concerning the Bible, its 
canonicity, etc, but I find myself wondering why you 
give only one side of the matter of higher criticism 
to your readers ?—Beth. 


I am very glad to present my reason for 
giving only one side of higher criticism. 
The main work of higher criticism, as we 
know it, is in making attacks on the iner- 
rancy and reliability of the Bible, even go- 
ing so far as to dispute the divine inspira- 
tion of the Scriptures, and the supernatural 
in Christianity, thus reducing the Word of 
God to the level of a book of mere human 
production. To open the columns of our 
Church paper for the promulgation of the 
teachings of higher criticism would be to 
lend our paper directly to an effort to pull 
down the influence of the Bible as the chart 
and compass of the Christian life. This 
would undermine, unjustly undermine, the 
faith of the common people, and so tend to 
undo the work of the Church and, at the 
same time, give comfort to the wicked one, 
in his fight against the truth of the Bible. 
Why should we try to build up the cause of 
Christianity, if as soon as we get a good 
start in the work, we are to turn our guns 
upon our own work and so help the wicked 
one to win the day? We simply decline to 
enter into any such arrangement. We stand 
out and out for the Bible—the Creed of the 
Christian Church. Can any one tell me 
why the Christian Church should publish a 


paper at its own expense and then allow it. 


to be used to pull down its own institutions 
and hinder its own work? If men wish to 
attack the Bible, let them do so at their own 
expense, and not at the expense of the peo- 
ple who take the sacred Book as their creed. 
The purpose of the Christian Church is to 
propagate the teachirigs of the Bible, not to 
destroy them, as they would do, if their 
paper should be used to promote the cult 
known as higher criticism. The question is 
not one of a difference in the interpretation 
of Bible-teaching. It is far more. It isa 
question of discrediting the revealed will of 
God. We may differ in interpreting the 
Word of God, and still be the friends of 
Christianity, but we hold. we must not by 
any means dispute the validity of the writ- 
ten Word of God, for that would make us 
the enemies of God’s truth. This we under- 
stand higher criticism to do, in that it 
denies the divine inspiration of the Bible; 
it declares that it is in a good part. made 
‘up of legends, folk-lore, myths, and such 
like stuff; it discredits the genuineness of 
many of the miracles, and affirms unbelief 
in its authority over the religious life of 
men and women. For these reasons and 
others, THE HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY will 
not, under its present management, be open 
to any effort to indoctrinate our people with 
the very dangerous teachings of higher crit- 
icism. If our people are reached and set 
against the Bible.as the repositum of God’s 


“truth, it must be done through some other 


medium. The Christian Church should not 
be made to bear the expense of a campaign 
against its own sacred Creed, and we will 
have no part in any such undertaking.

A Regenerated and a Baptized Church 


RE we not shunning essentials and 
A emphasizing secondary truths? We 
talk much of joining the Church and 
of water baptism, both of which, in their 
places, are splendid parts of Christian duty. 
However, when we put secondary things 
first and first things second, then we get 
badly mixed and then we come out lacking 
in the great ends of the Christian life. 
Church membership is a good thing in its 
place and under right conditions, and so is 
water baptism, but church membership with- 
out regeneration and water baptism with- 
out the baptism of the Spirit make the 
Christian life seem a travesty. We urge 
people to join the Church and we discuss 
and contend for this and that, as to water 
baptism, but why not urge people to seek 
repentance and regeneration as the gifts of 
Jesus, and the baptism of the Spirit? These 
are essentials for beginning the Christian 
life aright, and without them we cannot 
hope for a virile and active Christian ex- 
perience, 


We note frequent references to the work 
in revival efforts. It is said that so many 
joined the church and so many were bap- 
tized. These things are good in their places, 
but they are not the first things for the life 
of the unsaved. We need regeneration to 
come before church membership, and the 
baptism of the Spirit to come at least 
with the baptism of water. For the sake of 
visible success, we are often tempted to put 
second things first and first things second. 
Let us rearrange our ideas and arrange 
them according to the divine plan. A man 
who joins the Church of Christ, we mean 
the visible Church, with no regeneration of 
the life, and the man who is baptized with 
water, without the baptism of the Spirit ac- 
companying, or quickly following, has lost 
out in ‘the plan of salvation. Church mem- 
bership is useless to the unregenerated life, 
and water baptism is a failure if it is not 
accompanied, or at least quickly followed, 
by the baptism of the Spirit. 


A truly regenerated church and a church 
which has not only been baptized with 
water, but with the Spirit also, will be a 
living church, and a living church will meas- 
ure up well with the ideals given us by 
Jesus, as set forth in the New Testament 
Church. The cry of the day in which we 
live is over a cold and a lifeless Church, 
over its follies and its failures to do the 
things which are expected of the Church of 
Christ. Let us go backward till we can 
again get to the starting-point, and then 
begin right, right according to the Scrip- 
tures, and we shall see a Church with the 
lifé and activity of Jesus Christ in it, and 
that will mean a life with the power which 
is given of the Holy Spirit. Till this is 
done, the best we can hope for will be large- 
ly what we now have, a few good, honest, 
and faithful members, with the majority of 
the members so lifeless and worldly, as to 
give the Church a standing with the world- 
ly people as little less than hypocrisy itself. 


This state of things in itself handicaps the 
power of the Church and makes it largely 
non-effective in winning these people of the 
world to Christ. One of the greatest hin- 
drances of this day to the Church in its 
efforts to win men and women to Christ is 
the fact that men and women of the world 
will not attend our revival meetings. Their 
conduct seems to say to us: “You do not 
live up to your ideals at all, or if at all, 
in such a blundering way as to make it 
seem to us a veritable failure, and on that 
account, we have no desire to join you in 
such a life.” Many may object to this view, 
but we face you with the question: Is it not 
really the truth? Can you prove by facts 
that we are mistaken? We think you can- 
not. 


To-day so little is said of vital things in 
Christianity that it is no wonder that people 
who come into the Church under such con- 
ditions, come in poorly prepared to get its 
benefits and its joys, and the result is a 
weakly Church, not active in the great 
vitals of our religion. 

Really, how often have you heard from 
the pulpit in the last two years, a sermon 
preached from Luke 13:5? How often have 
you heard the evangelist, or the preacher, 
insist on repentance as-a condition of the 
bestowment of the gift of the Christian life? 


We hear men often urged to accept Jesus’ 


for salvation. That in its place is right, 
but another question is involved, which must 
be answered, and that is: Has God, for 
Christ’s sake, accepted the sinner?—for 
without repentance all men shall perish 
spiritually. Repentance—the turning from 
sin and then turning to God—is an absolute 
condition of the Christian life, according to 
the Scriptures, and therefore when men and 
women come into the Church without re- 
pentance, they are simply unsaved men in 
the Church, and that is always a great bur- 
den to the Church. Such an one is a bur- 
den to the Church in the sense that hé can- 
not and will not assume his place in the 
Church and fill it as a true Christian. He 
is not, and cannot, be devotional in the true 
sense. He is not, and cannot be, faithful 
in the discharge of his Christian duties. He 
is not, and cannot, be a shining light for 
Christ before‘men. He is not, and cannot, 
be a self-sacrificing, self-denying servant of 
the Lord.’ The unsaved man in the Church, 
therefore, becomes a burden to the cause of 
Christ. by reason of the fact that he cannot 
take and fill his place in the body of Christ. 

Much is said to-day of consecrated lead- 
ership in the Church, and much is ‘said of 
training for the church people. If your 
leadership is under the influence of an un- 
converted man or woman, you cannot have 
good fruits produced asaresult. If training 
given is to unconverted persons, who may 
be in the membership of the Church, then 
your training will be worthless, so far as 
real Christian service may be. The truth is 
the consecrated leader must first be a genu- 
ine follower of Christ before he can lead 


others in Christ’s service. Again the men 
and women who are not themselves saved 
by the grace of God cannot take true Chris- 
tian training, and no other is worth while, 
and therefore before Christian leadership 
and before Christian training we must have 
the Christian, for, in a Christian sense, he 
only is capable of Christian training and 
leadership who is himself a Christian. 
Truly we need a regenerated and a baptized 
Church, 
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WHAT IS THE ESSENTIAL POINT IN 
TRUE GOSPEL PREACHING? 


That is a vital and all-important question. 
A correct answer is as essential to a right 
understanding of the fact involved as is 
true light to a safe perspective. The essen- 
tial point in true gospel preaching is an 
illuminative presentation of Jesus as the 
Savior of the world. A sermon with Jesus 
left out is like a house without a window— 
the light cannot enter. It therefore con- 
cerns every minister of the gospel to make 
sure that in preaching the gospel he 
preaches Christ as the light of the world, 
else his preaching, though learned and elo- 
quent, will be without the true light which 
lighteth every man that cometh into the 
world. 

This view-point is particularly important: 
at this time, for the minister. is greatly 
tempted to preach on many subjects which 
do not necessarily have Christ in them. We 
are called to preach on this and that, to 
set apart certain days for this thing and 
for that thing, with the sermon devoted to 
the promotion of the particular interest, till 
it requires a man of extraordinary firmness 
and devotion to stick to the gospel, present- 
ing it as the power of God unto salvation 
to every one that believeth. 

The Continent, editorially, tells of a little 
girl who had heard of “Children’s Day” and 
of a sermon to be preached to the children. 
She was much impressed for a child with 
the thought of a special sermon for chil- 
dren. She was most anxious to go to church 
on that occasipn—she wanted to hear a ser- 
mon: to children. She went, she heard, and 
she came away. When she reached her 
home, she said: “Well, I didn’t think much 
of that sermon; there wasn’t enough of 
Jesus in it; he hardly said anything at all 
about Him.” She had been taught to be- 
lieve that preaching is presenting Jesus to 
the people, and when Jesus was not present- 
ed,-she did not think the sermon was much. 
Now, really, can you truthfully say that she 
was not right? What is a sermon that does 
not present Jesus to the people? We fear 
that little girl would have a similar crit- 
icism to offer were she an attendant in many 
of our churches, and for the reason that 
so little is said, at least in many instances, 
of the truth of Jesus as mighty to save. 
If proof is desired, as to this assertion, we 
refer the reader to an editorial in THE HEr- 
ALD OF GOSPEL LiperTY of May 10, 
1917, page three, in which were & 
number of subjects upon which minis- 
ters were announced to preach in the 
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pulpits they occupied on a given Sunday— 
subjects which scarcely have the trace of 
gospel truth in them. Surely this little girl, 
were she in attendance on such preaching 
would have good cause to go home, saying: 
“JT didn’t think much of that sermon—there 
wasn’t enough of Jesus in it,” and it would 
be true. 

If our soldiers to-day were fed on pine 
straw instead of well-cooked and nourishing 
food, we could not expect much of those 
soldiers, and for the reason that they have 
no good and nutritious food, and conse- 
quently no strength to endure the strain put 
upon them. That is a very reasonable view, 
but it is no more true than that church 
members fed on the pine straw of human 
thought will and must fail as Christians. 

We believe that the gospel minister has 
such a responsibility to-day as he never 
had before in the history of the Church, not 
that the needs have not always been great, 
but because to-day, in the face of the great- 
est needs the world has ever seen, there are 
the greatest temptations to forsake the call 
to duty in behalf of the salvation of men, 
‘to go after wild fire, or after mere human 
thought, such as deals with the wants of 
men in time only, whereas, the need of prep- 
aration for the Christian life is to-day the 
most pressing demand upon the preacher 
and his people, a demand, which if wisely 
met, after the Lord’s own way and thought, 
-will do more to bring the world to its senses 
and to righteousness in Christ than all oth- 
er subjects can ever do. Hence the great 
need and the even greater importance of 
presenting Jesus as the Hope of the world, 
as it stands in the depths of sin. Deliver- 
ance is what we need, and Jesus is the 
-world’s great Deliverer. Preach Jesus! 
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‘THE BETTER WAY—IMPORTANT 
WITNESSES 


It is said there are two ways of doing 
everything, that is, a right way and a wrong 
way. Most of us have seen the success of 
-the right way and many have no doubt seen 
the folly and the failure of the wrong way. 
If the farmer put the outside of the wheel 
-on inside to the axle, it would never work 
smoothly. The outside of the wheel must be 
outside, if it is to work in a satisfactory 
manner. It is true beyond doubt that every- 
thing under the sun has a right way and a 
—wrong way. 

The one uppermost question with men and 
-~women who are operating.in the affairs of 
-earth is to learn the right way, and having 
“learned it, stick to it at all costs to the end, 
-for right is right, and no amount of wrong- 
.doing can make right wrong: If this fact 
-could be truly recognized; men might save 
‘themselves much worry and any amount of 
-failure. 

The doing of a thing right because it is 
ight is just as important in the work of 

the Church as it is elsewhere. Indeed if 
-there be any difference, it is more impertant 
-in the work of the Church than elsewhere, 
-and for the reason that the Church is built 
-upon truth and righteousness in Christ, and 
‘necessarily the introduction of wrong must 
hinder real progress. A wrong way, a 
-wrong act, a wrong principle, used in the 
“Lord’s work must impede the progress of 
-the work.

For years we have again and again urged 
the Church to cease from its dependence 
upon worldly methods in supporting the 
Church, believing as we do, that wrong in 
the Church is not only a hindrance to the 
cause of Christ, but wrong in the ways of 
working in the Church must, if possible, be 
more deprecated than elsewhere, and for the 
reason that the Church stands as the expo- 
nent of the Lord’s ways—that is what it is 
meant to be, what it ought to be, but alas, 
so often it has yielded to worldly methods 
of doing its work, till it has brought re- 
proach upon the cause of Christ and so very 
materially hindered its progress. There is 
but one right way to do a thing and every 
thing that is done that way must be a suc- 
cess. 

Nearly all of the great and wealthy 
churches of the land have from time to time 
fallen in the way of doing their work in 
some important particulars in a way which 
dishonors their Lord and Master, and the 
result has been a blight has come upon 
them, at least in a spiritual way, and a spir- 
itual blight on a church is practically its 
ruin for the service of God, for no church 
can pursue wrong ways of doing the Lord’s 
work and yet prosper in the true sense of 
that word. While this is undoubtedly true 
of some of the larger churches, it is also 
true of some of the smaller churches, that 
they have steered clear of these wrong ways 
and they have been greatly blessed in their 
history. 

One of these instances we find in the Free 
Methodist Church. It is one of the younger 
and smaller denominations of our country. 
It started out in its beginning with a pur- 
pose to do the Lord’s work in the Lord’s 
way. They have not gained so largely in 
numbers as some other churches, but. they 
have the satisfaction of believing that they 
have done their work in a way which was 
acceptable to the Lord, and therefore, a 
blessing to the world. In proportion to 
numbers and wealth, it stands in the front 
rank of spiritual life and missionary service, 
and these are the two vital points in the life 
and work of any true Church of Christ. A 
little while ago they had only 33,000 mem- 
bers, but they were then raising $60,000 a 
year for missions. That was an average of 
nearly two dollars a member, and that is a 
record of which any denomination of wealth 
would hardly be ashamed. 

What has given the Free Methodist 
Church this advanced position in the activ- 
ities of the Kingdom? We will let The 
Free Methodist tell why it is so, since it is 
far better acquainted with the facts than we 
are. In a recent issue we read: 


When the Free Methodist Church was or- 


m the first Stecipling the statement, “They 
give no countenance to modern expedients 
or promoting Christianity, such as selling or 
rans poms, lotterics, 5 fairs, sales, % other 

é expedients for raising money. To say 
that the church cannot be sustained without 
these contrivances to beguile the world into 
its support is to confess that professing 
Christians are a | et t Ponsare more than 
lovers of God.’ to pronounce Chris- 
tianity a failure.” 


There were many who thought us foolish 
to take such a stand, but time has proved 
that it was the right stand, and 
there are hundreds of churches "that take the 
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same view of the subject. But very few 
denominations rent or sell pews any more, 
and the number that have candy raffles, 
grab-bags, wheels-of-fortune, fairs, festi- 

vals, etc., is becoming less all the time. We 
were surprised and pleased to read in The 
Homiletic Review editorial matter the fol- 
lowing reference to the discontinuance of 
church gambling: 

“And those who are tempted to wash their 
hands of the dirty business might think of the 
peddling of soaps and perfume, the chicken- 
pie suppers and taffy-pullings, the nui- 
sance of sales and shows to eke out the 
lean treasury ‘for the benefit of the church.’ 
To sell a ten-cent article for a quarter or, 
worse yet, to offer a self-respecting man 
fifty cents’ worth for a quarter, is not only a 
disgrace; it is poor business.” 

There is no trouble about raising funds 
to carry on the work of the Lord if His peo- 
ple will sacredly tithe their receipts. The 
problem is a simple one if people will fall in 
harmony with the divine plan. 

Some may wish to repudiate this testi- 
mony because it comes from the represent- 
ative of a small people. Nevertheless, it is 
a fact that a small people with the Lord 
should have more weight than a larger peo- 
ple who go their own way without consider- 
ing the Lord’s way. Then, too, The Homi- 
letic Review is the representative of a much 
larger constituency, and that takes its stand 
squarely against these worldly methods of 
supporting the Lord’s work. Not only so, 
but the number in all the churches which is 
giving support to the Lord’s way seems to be 
on the increase. Would that we all might 
see the folly of running counter to the Lord’s 
will and way for doing His work, for then 
should the Church of Christ make at least 
one great step forward in the saving of the 
world. Men of the world cannot be favor- 
ably impressed when they see the Church 
resorting to such means for gaining finan- 
cial support for its work.

I am certain this movement should be close- 
ly scanned before it takes root and leaps 
into action. My observation from the en- 
vironments on the Coast makes me skeptical 
as to the results of such a movement.—Col-

that must be something new under the sun. 
If such a thing was ever projected on the 
face of the earth, we know not when it was. 
It is not Christ’s plan to go into all the 
world, preaching the gospel, and therefore: 
we feel assured that the plan is of the world 
and worldly, having not the divine sanction. 
If our modern Christians wish to do mis- 
sionary work, we commend to their best 
judgment the New Testament plan. The: 
Lord works with His people under that plan, 
but there is no promise, so far as we can. 
see, for His presence and help in the new 
plan. 


*** A very, very sad accident occurred! 
near Suffolk, Va., on the morning of Mon- 


day, June 18, 1917. Three of the children 
of Mr. and Mrs. Fred Bullock were drown-— 
ed. Smiths Creek lies just in the rear of 
the Bullock home and quite near. The chil- 
dren had dressed in their bathing suits and 
asked permission to bail out a boat that 
was lying near the shore in their back- 
yard. With the boat bailed out, the children 
got in and pushed out from the shore, when 
it is supposed the boat filled quickly and 
sank. A colored man rushed to their assist- 
ance, but in vain. Meantime their mother 
had heard their cries and rushed to their 
assistance, but in vain. In her efforts to 
save her children, she came near to losing 
her own life, and would almost surely have 
been drowned with the children, but for the 
heroic efforts of Edward Copeland, a col- 
ored man, who had tried to save the chil- 
dren. Just as Mrs. Bullock was sinking for 
the third time, he caught her and pulled 
her ashore, but in an unconscious condition. 
The children were Dorothy, Katharine, and 
little Wilfred, aged respectively, fourteen, 
thirteen, and three years—and they were all 
dead. Doctors from Suffolk rushed to the 
scene in hope of resuscitating the children,,. 
but it was too late. Mr. Bullock was away,,. 
some thirty miles away, at Waverly, on bus- 
iness. Only one child is left in the home. 
The sad accident stirred the town of Suf- 
folk and the surrounding community with 
deep interest and sincere sympathy. Mrs. 
Bullock is well known to our readers by 
reason of her frequent contributions to the: 
columns of this paper, The Sunday School 
Herald, and The Teachers and Officers Jour- 
nal. In behalf of our brotherhood, THE:

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THE STUDY OF THE LORD’S COMING 


By Rev. Robert Cameron, D. D., Seattle, Washington 


Some men, having reasons not easily ex- 
plained, have been excusing themselves 
from making this matter a study upon two 
grounds: one that Christ Himself seems to 
have been mistaken about the time of the 
advent, and the other that the apostles were 
surely mistaken. Then, assuming that 
both Christ and the apostles were 
mistaken in the interpretation of proph- 
ecy, they claim that it cannot be wise 
for us to waste our time in an effort to 
understand prophetic Scripture, especially 
when much of it seems to be written in a 
cryptographic style. It will readily be seen 
from a brief consideration of the New Tes- 
tament that neither Christ nor the apostles 
were mistaken. To support this contention 
they assume that Christ expected to return 
immediately and that the apostles expected 
the Advent before they died. ’ 


As to Christ, it is very evident that He 
did not expect to return immediately after 
ascending to heaven. Take the thirteenth 


chapter of Matthew, where, after turning 
His attention from the Jews to the world- 
wide outlook, He distinctly and definitely 
lays out a program that it would take many, 
many years to accomplish. He makes known 
His purpose to forego the dignity of a king- 
ly estate, and to become a simple sower of 
seed. The whole world was to be the field 
to be sown, and the Word of God, and the 
sons of God were to be the seed. Along- 
side of this good seed would be the tares, 
and. both were to be left side by side until 
the end of the age. The end of the age, by 
common consent, terminates with the com- 
ing of the Lord. Surely Christ had no 
thought that this enormous program could 
be completed within a very short time, so 
that He could return at once. Then, take 
one of His closing parables as recorded in 
the twenty-fifth chapter of Matthew, verses 
14 to 30. Talents are given to every man 
according to his ability, then Jesus says, 
“After a long time (19) the Lord of those 
servants cometh and reckoneth with them.” 
Now, whatever interpretation may be put 
upon that statement, it is very plain that 
“a long time” does not mean a short time, 
and this is the term used by our Lord to 
indicate the extended period of His absence. 
Moreover, in the nineteenth chapter of Luke 
we have what is called the parable of the 
ten pounds, where the nobleman goes into 
the far country to receive for himself a 
kingdom and to return. He gives ten 
pounds to His servants and asks them to 
“occupy,” or trade, until He comes again. 
It certainly required an extended length of 
time to trade and increase, showing that He 
did not expect to come back immediately, 
and did not expect to be invested with the 
Kingdom as soon as He reached the far 
country. Then, after His resurrection from 
the dead, what He says in Luke 24: 46, 47 is 
most instructive where He explains that 
what had happened in His crucifixion and 
resurrection was the fulfillment of the 
prophecies, and declared to these disciples 
that on the basis of what had been done, 
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“Repentance and remission of sins should 
be preached among all nations, beginning at 
Jerusalem.” It would take many, many 
years to go out among all nations, particu- 
larly at that stage of human civilization 
when the means of travel were so limited. 
Again, in Matthew these disciples were com- 
manded te make disciples of all nations, 
while in Mark they were commanded to 
preach the gospel to the whole creation, in 
all the world. Now, all these things indi- 
cate that Christ expected to be gone a long 
time after He ascended to the right hand of 
the Father. That “long time” has been ex- 
tended to our present day, and should it 
extend another thousand years, it would not 
discredit what Christ has taught concern- 
ing His Second Coming. 


As to the apostles, it is as plain as day, 
that not one of them expected Christ to 
return during his natural life. The first 
Christians knew of this world-wide commis- 
sion and knew that it had not been fulfilled 
in their day, nor could it have been fulfilled 
within one generation. Then, when Paul 
was called out, he was told that he should 
preach before kings, before the Jews, and 
before the Gentiles. That mission must be 
fulfilled before Paul could expect the Ad- 
vent. 


It should ever be borne in mind that a 
little incident in the last chapter of John, 
where it is recorded that Jesus foretold to 
Peter that he should die when he was old, 
and also the manner of his death by cruci- 
fixion, precluded the possibility of any one 
of the disciples expecting the Lord to re- 
turn before the death of Peter. Moreover, 
it is plain that Peter did not expect the 
Lord to come immediately after his death, 
for he speaks of putting off his tabernacle 
as the Lord had shown him, and then gave 
instructions that the Christians might have 
certain things in remembrance after his 
“decease” (2 Peter 1: 18-15). In his second 
epistle Peter also declares that the delay of 
the Lord Jesus Christ would be so extended 
that people would deny that he would ever 
return, saying: “Where is the promise of 
His coming? for since the fathers fell asleep, 
all things remain as they were” (2 Peter 
8:38, 4). This very condition of things we 
have seen creeping over Christendom dur- 
ing the last twenty or thirty years and in- 
creasing in its force and extent now. As 
for Paul, it is very plain that he was not 
living in the daily expectation of the re- 
turn of the Lord. He never so expressed 
himself in any of his addresses. On the 
contrary, in his last address to the Ephesian 
church, towards which he had a very, very 
kindly feeling, he speaks of certain things 
that should follow after he left them. He 
says as for himself, “bonds and affliction” 
await him; that as for the Ephesians, they 
should “never see his face again,” then he 
exhorts them to take heed unto themselves, 
because “that after my departure shall 
grievous wolves enter in among you, not 
sparing the flock, and also of your own- 
selves shall men arise speaking perverse 





things.” He did not tell them to be on the 
lookout for the Lord to come at any mo- 
ment, but to take heed lest wolves from 
without, and men speaking perverse things 
from within, would lead men astray. About 
this time the Lord Himself revealed to Paul 
that he must go to Rome and the apostle 
knew the Lord could not return until he had 
reached that city (Acts 19: 21; 22: 18-21). 
Now, after he had reached Rome, then 
what? Did he expect Christ to return at 
once? Let us see. A number of what are 
called the “Prison Epistles” were written in 
Rome at that time, and there is not the 
slightest indication that Paul expected the 
Lord to return and deliver him from his 
enemies and take him out of that prison. 
Moreover, Paul at that time wrote two let- 
ters to his son. Timothy. In the first letter 
he speaks of the “latter times” that would 
come after his departure, when “men would 
depart from the faith and give heed to se- 
ducing spirits and doctrines of demons, 
speaking lies in hypocrisy”—in other words, 
speaking their lies while professing to be 
what they were not. These “latter times” 
have been literally fulfilled during the last 
forty or fifty years in the spread of spirit- 
ualism. Then, just before Paul was offered 
up and the time of his departure had come, 
he looked forward to the day of reward at 
the coming of the Lord, but he distinctly 
said to his son Timothy, that in the “last 
days”—days beyond “the latter times”— 
there would be perilous times, difficult times 
(2 Timothy 2:1-7). It is plain to any one 
reading these prophetic statements by Paul 
that these “last times” seem to be just be- 
ginning now. Accordingly, it is absurd to 
think that this apostle had in mind the re- 
turn of the Lord during his day. He did 
look forward to “that day” as the time when 
he would receive his reward, and when “all 
who loved His appearing” would be reward- 
ed, but there is not only no hint that he 
expected “that day” to come before he died, 
but there is a distinct statement that he 
knew the hour of his own departure had 
come, and that “latter times” and “last 
times” would precede that glorious event. 
Some have unwisely tried to press what 
Paul says in 1 Thess. 4:15 to mean that 
Paul thought he would be “alive and re- 
main” until the coming of the Lord. Any 
thoughtful person can see that he was using 
the corporate “we,” identifying himself with 
the corporate body, the Church of God. The 
church is a unit, a corporate body. Cor- 
porate bodies do not die. This Church will 
exist up to the end of the age. In his com- 
plete identification of himself with that 
body, Paul says, “We who are alive” and 
“we shall be caught up.” Some of that 
corporate body would be alive and remain, 
some of them would be asleep in their 
graves, and he, whether alive or asleep, 
would be identified with that corporate body 
when the Lord returned and would be 
“caught up to meet the Lord in the air.” 
He has a similar use of the word ws, again 
and again, in the New Testament. See 
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Matt. 3:15; 1 Thess. 3:3, and 5:16. See 
also Rom. 3:8 and 8:4, 18, 28, 24, 26, 
36, 37. 

These are some of the unanswerable facts 
showing that neither the Lord nor the apos- 
tles were deceived. On the contrary, both 
of them looked forward to the end of this 
age, and pictured out its course and its 
crisis. The late James H. Brookes, D. D., 
once said to the writer that these facts were 
perfectly unanswerable and the apostles 
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and early Christians neither did look, nor 
could have looked, for the return of the Lord 
in their day. All agreed that there would 
be a world-wide evangelization, corruption 
of the truth, a mixture of the bad with the 
good, apostasy in the professed Church, the 
coming of a great monster sometimes called 
the “Man of Sin,” great perils in the last 
days, and the advent of Christ as “Redeem- 
er, King, Creator in bliss returned to 
reign.” 
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ADVERTISING CHRISTIANITY

At convention of the Associated Adver- 
tising Clubs of the World, held in St. Louis, 
June 4, 1917, it was determined to raise 
a million, or more, dollars, to advertise 
Christianity in Japan, India, and China. At 
the meeting were assembled the most ex- 
pert and successful advertisers in the world. 
Present with them was Rev. Dr. George M. 
Fowler, of New York. 


He is reported to have said: “I am the 
treasurer of the special fund for the pub- 
licity campaign which is to be the first great 
campaign of the kind ever undertaken. It 
is not to be under the control of any one 
denomination, but to be strictly undenomi- 
national. Nothing sectarian will be allowed 
in the advertisements, but they will be 
thoroughly Christian and will show the 
arguments in favor of Christianity, and will 
be addressed to the native people of thes¢ 
great nations of the Orient.” 


He said further: “The man who is re 
sponsible for the plan is an advertising 
man. He has put his own fortune into it 
and is doing it without seeking any finan- 
cial gain.” 

The president of the great association ig 
Herbert S. Houston and he responded to Dr. 
Fowler’s address by saying: “The Church 
has the best goods in the world and ought 
to have the best advertising, but I am sorry 
to say has had the poorest. If the adver- 
tising follows the New Testament, it will 
be simple and strong, but it will also pul- 
sate with life and not be bald, cold, or ster- 
eotyped.” 


If I may be indulged in using a term of 
sSemi-slang, let me say, “What do you know 
about that scheme?” 


I know the “movies” have invaded the 
pulpits, the lecture on current events has, 
in many places, superseded the Sabbath 
evening sermon. The expounding and dis- 
cussion of some topic has usurped the place 
of the mid-week prayer-meeting. In short, 
the progressive age has about driven the 
old and solid plan of church service into 
desuetude. Now it is proposed to substitute 
the bill-poster, with his brush and paste- 
pot, for the Bible and the man of God, whom 
Jesus commissioned to teach and preach His 
gospel. 

If the work of advertising Christ’s salva- 
tion to the heathen nations is intrusted to 
expert advertisers, it is not unreasonable to 
suppose they will resort to the methods best 
calculated to attract attention; that would 
mean sensational pictures, catching phrases, 


or any device to draw the ignorant and 
superstitious heathen to the Church. 

While I have great faith in advertising 
and believe in the work in all legitimate 
lines of business, I confess to being too old- 
fashioned to entrust the work of spreading 
the gospel to an advertising agency. 

Unless the pulpits and the pews set their 
faces like flints against the innovations that 
are creeping into the churches, it will soon 
be hard to tell where the one ends and 
the other begins. I love and honor the old 
command, “Go preach my gospel.” 

If Rev. Dr. Fowler will come to the Pa- 
cific Coast he can neet men from all the 
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nations mentioned, who will face him and 
tell him the gospel of Christ is not as old, 
or as good, as theirs is. Such men are not 
to be driven away from their faith or con- 
vinced of their errors in faith by advertis- 
ing the truth and virtues of God’s Word. 
It takes sound logic, patient labor, and the 
power of the Holy Spirit to break them 
away from their loyalty to ideals and east- 
ern philosophy. We have them by the thou- 
sands to contend with. Strange as it may 
seem, it is true they succeed in getting con- 
verts to their religions from among Amer- 
ican-born people, right under the shadows 
of Christian church spires and within the 
sound of the voices of Christ’s worshipers. 
It takes more in California to win a 
pagan soul to the Cross than an advertising 
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agency with a bill-poster and a paste-pot. 
It is sound doctrine, eloquently taught, fer- 
vent prayer, and persistent labor by His 
servants to bring these superstitious people 
to the fold. American college education 
does not do the work, nor association with 
Christian civilization. Will skilful adver- 
tising do it? No, verily, no! 
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THE COLLECTIVE ARGUMENT 
BY T. DARLEY ALLEN 


Newman Smyth has said: “The Chris- 
tian evidences are so complementary and 
mutually confirmatory that we cannot do 
them justice by treating them as though 
they were detached threads.” 


The student of the evidences of Chris- 
tianity cannot but be impressed by the 
great number of arguments by which the 
religion of the Bible is supported. And no 
matter to what branch of the evidences he 
devotes attention, he finds that Christianity 
has a great deal to say, in support of its 
divine claims, that appeals to him with in- 
creased force the more the subject is stud- 
ied. And as he takes up the study of other 
branches of the subject he realizes that 
each one of them furnishes an argument of 
great strength for the truth of Christianity. 

For instance, if his attention is first turn- 
ed to the testimony of archaeology, to the 
eredibility of Scripture, he cannot but won- 
der at the strength of this evidence, which 
aas so unexpectedly come forward in recent 
years to prove that the Bible is reliable in 
its historical statements, when the greater 
part of the Book is too ancient to receive 
confirmation from the writings of secular 
historians and has thereby given skeptics a 
great opportunity for the exercise of their 
ingenuity as critics. The fact that the Old 
Testament finds confirmation in a multitude 
of details at this late day must appeal with 
force to thinking people. : 

Then, as the student takes up the study of 
prophecy, the argument for miracles, the 
internal evidences, the reasoning based upon 
Christian ethics, and the moral perfection 
of Jesus, and the other branches of the 
evidence; he finds it difficult to decide which 
most forcibly presents the argument for the 
sruth of the Christian religion. 

And if each department of the subject 
taken singly so appeals to him—and we 
must remember that great minds have found 
in some one branch of the evidences suffi- 
cient to convince them of the credibility of 
Scripture; as, for instance, Chief Justice 
Marshall finding in prophecy enough to 
lead him to believe in Christianity, and 
Halevy, the noted Assyriologist, being 
forced by his researches from a radical to 
a conservative position in regard to the 
Mosaic history—how much stronger the ar- 
gument is made by the blending of all the 
reasons into one appeal! And then, realiz- 
ing as a rational man that the only purpose 
of such an accumulation of evidence is to 
lead us to God, he accepts Christ as his 
Savior and finds, to supplement his studies, 
the most convincing argument of all; for 
he now has the evidence in himself and 
knows by personal experience that Chris- 
tianity is the great revelation of God to 
men.

The Second Coming of Christ

“Unto them that look for him shall he 
appear the second time without sin unto 
salvation.”—Heb. 9: 28. 


3. Why Will He Come? 


A grand object is discernible in the mani- 
fold works of God. It is the salvation of 
men. At our Lord’s second appearing He 
will finish the gracious work represented in 
Calvary and the open tomb, destroy sin, 
restore the earth to its Edenic beauty and 
glory, and bring in eternal righteousness. 
Then will there be peace, prosperity, and 
happiness without alloy, over all the ran- 
somed heritage of God. Our Lord will then 


(a) Raise to life all the dead. 


Death’s harvest has been prodigious. 
The “hadeen valley” is full to overflowing. 
The mighty mandate, “Of dust thou art and 
unto dust shalt thou return,” has been uni- 
versal through all the ages in its sweep and 
application, with the exception of two in- 
dividuals, Enoch and Elijah, who were 
translated to heaven without death. No 
partiality has been shown any of earth’s 
peoples. The poorest of peoples could not 
escape, while the mightiest monarchs of 
earth must bow to the imperial ukase of 
One mightier than they. 


The head of the king that the scepter hath 
worn; 
The brow of the priest that the miter hath 


worn; 

The eye of the sage and the heart of the 
brave, 

Are hidden and lost in the depths of the 
grave. 


The peasant whose lot was to sow and to 


reap; 

The herdsman, who climbed with his flocks 
up the steep; 

The beggar who wandered in search of his 
bread; 

Have faded away like the grass that we 
tread.

The resurrection of the dead is a plainly- 
taught doctrine of the Holy Scriptures. 
From the very infancy of the world down 
through all the ages, Inspiration has given 
its unimpeachable witness. From the some- 
what obscure promise recorded in Genesis 
3: 15, the prophecies steadily grew brighter 
and brighter, unt!] the Old Testament was 
complete. The predictions of Job, and 
David, and Isaiah thrills us with expecta- 
tion. They rightly find a place in every 
“minister’s manual,” or “service book.” We 
turn over to the New Testament, and find 
the doctrine of the resurrection verily en- 
throned. From the open tomb of our Lord 
radiates the glorious truth through all the 
apostolic teachings. Anywhere and every- 
where the apostles and missionaries of the 
cross preached the gospel, the very thought 
of all their message was the resurrection 
of the Lord Jesus Christ from the dead. 
They predicated our deliverance from the 
death state on the risen Christ. Unlike the 
current teachings of later times, death was 
not exalted to an undue place in the gospel 
economy. Rather was it regarded as an 


“enemy.” “The last enemy that shall be 
destroyed is death.” 


The Holy Scriptures of truth teach a 
general universal uprising of all the dead. 
It is simultaneous. “Marvel not at this,” 
said Christ, referring to His mighty mir- 
acles, “for the hour is coming, in the which 
all that are in the graves shall hear his 
voice and live.” All the silent slumberers 
will be awakened. From every nook and 
cranny of old earth will they come forth. 
From places both likely and unlikely. The 
sea shall give up the dead which are in it. 
Death and hades shall deliver up the dead 
which are in them. Even so was the vision 
of the Revelator. A general resurrection 
reduces the difficulty of eschatological inter- 
pretation to the minimum. It is a settled 
truth that when men depart from the plain 
Word of God, they only increase their own 
difficulties. In this instance, a departure 
allows the bringing in of the delusive doc- 
trines so promiscuously spread over the suf- 
fering earth by “Pastor Russell,” and oth- 
ers, of “a larger door of hope,” in another 
“age to come.” A delusion so fatal te the 
faith of many, so detrimental to the effec- 
tive gospel work while it is “called to-day.” 


Our Lord will then— 


(b) Sit in final judgment on the nations. 

From Matt. 25:31, we learn this is to 
occur at the coming of the “son of man.” 
“All the nations” will be gathered before 
Him. Not a single soul of the earthly ages 
missing. A general reliving of the dead 
makes this possible. Many will vainly at- 
tempt to escape among “the rocks and the 
mountains” (Rev. 6: 15-17). But the scene 
as described by our Lord Himself includes 
“all the nations.” So also the scene in the 
vision of the Revelator: “And I saw the 
dead, the great and the small, standing 
before the throne; and the books were open- 
ed: and another book was opened, which is 
the book of life: and the dead were judged 
out of the things which were written in the 
books, according to their works. And the 
sea gave up the dead which were in it; and 
death and hades gave up the dead which 
were in them: and they were judged every 
man according to their works” (Rev. 20: 11- 
18). The same truth is taught in the par- 
ables of “The Tares of the Field,” and “The 
Drag-net.” Of Matt. 18, and elsewhere in 
the Book of books. The “day” is “appoint- 
ed,” according to Paul, in Acts 17: 31. 

And I think it opportune, while treating 
this great subject, that one other point be 
noticed particularly: namely, the Judgment 
Day occurring “when the Son of man shall 


come,” will be final. The destinies of all- 


mankind will be eternally fixed. In all the 
many Scripture references, I can find not a 
single statement that probation will be ex- 
tended any of the mortal race beyond the 
august and awful moment when the Son of 
man shall be revealed in the clouds of heav- 
en. When the Bridegroom comes “they that 
are ready” “go in with him to the marriage, 
and the door is shut.” Vainly do those on 
the outside knock for admittance. 
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“The unprofitable servant” is not given 
another chance, but remanded to the outer 
darkness, where is the “weeping and the 
gnashing of teeth.” The “good” in 
the drag-net “are gathered into vessels,” the 
bad are cast away.” The “tares” are not 
then changed into “wheat,” but cast into 
“the furnace of fire.” The “goats on the 
left hand,” are not transformed into 
“sheep,” but commanded to “depart from 
me, ye cursed, into the eternal fire prepared 
for the devil, and his angels.” “When once 
the Master of the house is risen up, and 
hath shut to the door,” it is not again open- 
ed. “Many will say to me in that day, 
Lord, Lord, did we not prophesy in thy 
name, and by thy name cast out devils, and 
by thy name do many mighty works? And 
then will I profess to them, I never knew 
you: depart from me, ye that work 
iniquity.” Therefore it is most highly im- 
portant to “enter ye in by the narrow gate, 
for wide is the gate, and broad is the way, 
that leadeth to destruction, and many be 
they that enter thereby. For narrow is the 
gate, and straightened the way, that lead- 
eth unto life, and few be they that find it” 
(Matt. 7:13). 


Our Lord will then 


(c) Establish and inaugurate His eter- 


nal Kingdom “under the whole heavens.” 

The second coming of Christ, and the final 
establishment of the Kingdom of God, are 
inseparably associated together in the Holy 
Scriptures. 

“T charge thee therefore before God, and 
the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall judge the 
quick and the dead, at his appearing and 
kingdom, preach the word” (2 Tim. 4:1). 

“When the Son of man shall come in his 
glory,.....- then shall the King say to them 
on his right hand, Come, ye blessed of my 
Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for 
you from the foundation of the world” 
(Matt. 25: 31-34). 

“The harvest is the consummation of the 
age (margin R. V.); and the reapers are 
angels. As therefore the tares are gathered 
up and burned with fire, so shall it be in 
the consummation of the age. The Son of 
man shall send forth his angels, and they 
shall gather out of his kingdom all things 
which ‘cause stumbling, and them that do 
iniquity, and shall cast them into the 
furnace of fire.” 

“Then shall the righteous shine forth as 
the sun in the kingdom of their Father.” 

“And the kingdom and the dominion, and 
the greatness of the kingdom, under the 
whole heaven, shall be given to the people 
of the saints of the Most High, whose king- 
dom is an everlasting kingdom, and all do- 
minions shall serve and obey him” (Dan. 
7%: 27). 

Thus do the Holy Scriptures describe the 
royal Kingdom of the Christ. Into this uni- 
versal, eternal Kingdom will be gathered 
“all the redeemed of the earth, of every 
nation and kindred and tongue and people.” 

But “the groaning creation” must first 
travail mightily to bring forth. A catas- 
trophe of unprecedented magnitude must 
first engulf the wicked old earth from one 
ertd to the other. As the world of the un- 
godly was destroyed, in the days of Noah, 
by the flood of waters, so also “in the day 
of the Lord,” a universal conflagration of

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PROHIBITION

We are living in the most wonderful age 
of the world’s history. To-day, on the 
battle-fields of Europe, liberty, humanity, 
and democracy are struggling with slavery, 
brutalism, and aristocracy. The heroes of 
Europe to-day are her young men. They 
are giving their life’s blood in this terrible 
struggle for posterity. Now that America 
is in the conflict, too, her heroes will be her 
young men also. 

Yet, throughout the world to-day there is 
going on another conflict. It may be termed 
bloodless, yet it is as bitter as the struggle 
beyond the Atlantic. It is a conflict between 
righteousness and sin, between education 
and ignorance, between God’s Christian 
soldiers and the armies of unrighteousness. 
To-day on every hand we read these words, 
“Enlist now! America needs her young 
men in the Army and Navy!” She is call- 
ing her patriots to the front. Thousands 
are enlisting all over the country. 


Yet America is sending out another call 
of a different kind, but as vital to the na- 
tion’s welfare and to humanity as the call 
for soldiers and sailors. It is the call to 
enlist in the warfare against the saloon. In 
this warfare those who stay at home can 
be of as great service to the nation as those 
who go to the trenches. 


America realizes to-day as never before 
that she has not only an enemy without, 
but a more dangerous enemy in her midst. 
The liquor traffic within threatens our na- 
tional life far more than does any enemy 
that is without. The results of its hostil- 
ities may be seen in three respects. First: 
our insane asylums are filled with its vic- 
tims. Trench fighting drives men mad, but 
alcohol deprives far more men of their rea- 
son. And trench fighting is a cause of in- 
sanity only during the relatively short 
periods of war; whereas alcohol as a cause 
of insanity operates at all times, in peace, 
as well as in war. When we consider that 
there are more insane people in the United 
States than students in our universities and 
colleges, and that a large proportion of 
them are insane because of liquor, we must 
admit that liquor is one of our greatest 
enemies. 


Second. Alcohol ruins our homes. Thou- 
sands of them have been wrecked by this 
terrible scourge. Can you conceive of the 
misery it causes to those countless innocent 
sufferers ‘through the loss of love and hap- 
piness that it brings into every home it 
enters? We are appealed to on every hand 
to extend our sympathy and help to the 
many homes ruined by this great world war, 
and rightly so—we would be inhuman not to 
respond. But we will be just as inhuman 
if we fail to respond to the appeal that 
comes from the equally large number of 
homes that are darkened and destroyed by 





drink. How many mothers do you know in 
your home town who must help support 
their children because their husbands 
drink? 

Third. The CASUALITIES OF DEATH by al- 
cohol are as great as those by war. During 
the past year there were more than 110,000 
deaths caused in this country by drink. Two 
million boys are wrecked in every genera- 
tion by this great curse. In two generations 
there will have been killed more people by 
drink in America than have already been 
killed in this great war in Europe; because 
war operates for a short time, and then, of 
necessity, comes peace, while drink operates 
at all times and there is no peace. When 
we take into consideration the insane 
asylums, the ruined homes, and the terrible 
destruction of life here in our own country, 
in spite of our enemies without, we must 


acknowledge that we have an even more 


powerful enemy within. As Lloyd George 
said of England at the beginning of the 
war, “We, too, are fighting three enemies, 
Germany, Austria, and Drink!” 


Recognizing, then, the strength and vici- 
ousness of this internal enemy, let us see 
what has been the progress of the prepara- 


tions and operations against it. For fifty 
years Prohibition has been steadily growing. 
Up to the present time twenty-two States 
have voted to abolish the liquor traffic. 
Fifty years ago a Prohibitionist, if he men- 
tioned the idea of nation-wide Prohibition, 
was called a fool, a lunatic. To-day he is 
appreciated and honored by all those who 
have the welfare of our country most at 
heart, while the user of intoxicants is 
shunned by society and rejected by the em- 
ployer. The opposition to the saloon, then, 
has been steadily increasing and the actual 
progress toward its defeat has been great. 
But at this time when our nation is at war, 
shall we forget that the enemy is still in 
our midst—an enemy even more menacing 
to our own country and to civilization than 
poor, deceived Germany? Now that victory 
after victory has been won for Prohibition, 
shall we lay down our implements of war- 
fare with forgetfulness and preoccupation? 
Ah, no! The victories of the past will have 
been won in vain unless we gather our 
forces and push on to a complete triumph 
and utterly defeat and destroy the saloon. 

Let us consider, then, the means by which 
we can win such a victory for Prohibition. 
First of all, in order to stop such a defiant 
evil as the saloon, we must go to the source 
of it all, to the breweries. It is their output 
that is blighting the life of our nation. To 
attempt to solve our problem without stop- 
ping the manufacture of liquor is like try- 
ing to mop up water from the floor with 
the faucet turned on full. force. We must 
shut off our overrunning evil at its source. 
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But how can we accomplish such a tre- 
mendous task? Some say it is an impossi- 
bility! “The people want liquor; so let 
them have it!” the liquor interests are say- 
ing. “We are living in America, where 
there is freedom of rights!” It is true that 
the slaves of drink and the moderate drink- 
ers are fighting Prohibition, and that they 
control the vote in liquor States. But there 
is a force even more powerful than this 
great mass of selfish people, namely, public 
opinion. The majority rule in America; 
and when the majority want nation-wide 
Prohibition they will have it. In order to 
accomplish our object of making a majority 
large enough to defeat the saloon, we must 
bring the light of the facts about alcohol to 
the thousands that are waiting in darkness. 

Just here is where a special responsibility 
it laid upon us. Why are we here in col- 
lege? Why are we given the privilege of 
higher education, while so many thousands 
are never given such opportunities? Surely 
it is because we are to be the leaders of 
thought in the years to come. What a priv- 
ilege is ours! What a goal to have in life 
—to lead in forming public opinion, to raise 
the moral standards of our social living. We 
must be the agents through whom public 
opinion is created that will make an over- 
whelming majority to defeat and drive out 
the saloon. 


America needs to-day, as never before, 
her young men and women, her every true 
patriot. While she is calling her youth to 
serve in the Army and Navy, she is calling 
still for volunteers to battle with our great 
internal enemy, liquor. America needs ev- 
ery one of us here to-night! This is the 
CALL OF PROHIBITION.

SPIRIT, OR THE FIRST WORK OF GRACE

“He said unto them, Have ye received the 
Holy Ghost since ye believed? And they 
said unto him, We have not so much as 
heard whether there be any Holy Ghost.”— 
Acts 19: 2. 


In this discourse the word converted is 
used in its popular sense; in the sense of 
bringing one into divine favor and making 
him a fit subject for membership in the 
Christian Church. I use it in the sense in 
which James uses it where he says: “He 
which converteth the sinner from the error 
of his way shall save a soul from death, 
and shall hide a multitude of sins.” Under 
convert, Webster gives: “To turn from a 
bad life to a good one, to change the heart 
and. moral character from the controlling 
power of sin to that of holiness.” 

There is a class who believe in a second 
definite work of grace. I believe in that 
change of heart and life which some claim 
to have experienced in this second work of 
grace. I believe every soul should experi- 
ence some such a change. But that change 
eould take place at conversion and will 
take place at conversion, if conversion is 
what it should be. 


The Bible foundation for second work of 
grace is in the claim that the disciples were 
converted while Jesus was yet with them, 
and received the second work of grace at 
Pentecost. A look at the transitory state 
between the old and the new dispensation 
will show there is nothing in this claim. 

The Mosaic dispensation reaches to the 
day when Jesus died on the cross and the 
veil of the temple rent. The rending of that 
veil meant that the way into God’s favor 
was now open through Christ and the Mo- 
saic service was at an end. Before that, 
men were justified through the Mosaic law; 
after that, the believer is saved through 
Christ. 


Jesus was born under the law. As a man, 
He was subject to the law. He was circum- 
cised the eighth day, at twelve took upon 
Himself the services of the Jewish Church, 
and He and His disciples ate the Passover 
on the night of His betrayal, all in keeping 
with the law. And we have no assurance 
that one of the disciples ever ate the Pass- 
over afterward. Before another Passover 
came, these disciples got out of Moses into 
Christ. No soul was ever converted till 
Jesus died on the cross. The way in Christ 
was not open till then. To hold that if 
the disciples were not converted while Jesus 
was yet with them, they were not in divine 
favor, implies that each one of the Old 
Testament worthies was converted or else 
was not in divine favor. But while all of 
these were in divine favor, not one of them 
was converted in the New Testament sense. 

But you will ask, “What about the belief 
of the disciples while Jesus was yet with 
them?” Here again we fail to see the pe- 
culiar condition. That belief was not what 
we understand by saving Christian belief. 
It was simply an intellectual conviction that 
Jesus was their Messiah and in some sense 
came to save them. But so foreign to their 
idea was His saving work in the heart that 
they thought that His Kingdom was to be 


of this world and on their last trip to Jeru- 
salem quarreled as to who should have first 
place in it. 

The belief that Jesus laid so much stress 
upon as being necessary in His followers 
is a belief of which the world to-day is full, 
but which to us, in itself, has not a particle 
of salvation in it. 

As the Jews looked upon Jesus, the ques- 
tion with them was, “Is this our Messiah?” 
That is not a question with us. We are con- 
vinced on that point. But that conviction 
meant more to the Jews than it does to 
many of us. From the days of Moses, 
Israel had been taught that whenthe Messiah 
came they must heed His teaching. Hence, 
the question with them was not one of obedi- 
ence, but one of Messiahship. And when 
in the Gospels we read, “The disciples be- 
lieved on Him,” “that many believed on 
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Him,” “that the Samaritans believed on 
Him,” it simply means that in their hearts 
they said, “Yes, this is the Christ.” But 
it does not mean that they believed that if 
obedient to Him He would come into their 
hearts and roll away the burden-of sin that 
His Spirit’s conviction had brought, and 
that a heavenly light would shine into their 
hearts which would show them the way of 
life, and a saving grace be placed within 
their reach, through which they could put 
sin away. They had not been taught of 
these things. But these are first essentials 
in belief that is saving for us. 

Now I never separate conversion and the 
reception of the Holy Spirit. If one has 
been convicted of sin, the Spirit has had 
a work in that conviction, and I cannot con- 
ceive of that guilt of sin rolled away and 
a witness of God’s favor received apart 
from the Spirit. 


Our text asks: “Did ye receive the Holy 
Spirit when ye believed?” and the connec- 
tion implies they should have received it. 
Jesus is emphatic in saying that unless 
one is born of the Spirit he cannot enter 
into the Kingdom of God. In view of such 
teaching, I do not see how any one can con- 
ceive of a conversion that effects salvation. 
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without being born of the Spirit. We are 
told that if any man be in Christ he is a 
new creature. When the disciples received 
the Spirit we see a wonderful change, in- 
dicative of the new creature. When some 
are converted to-day we see a wonderful 
change. When some profess conversion we 
do not see any change indicative of the 
Spirit’s presence, and we have no assurance 
that such are genuinely converted and are 
in divine favor. 

Right here comes my objection to the sec- 
ond-work-of-grace theory. It implies a first 
work and that work is all right in bringing 
one into divine favor. But it is not all right 
if it does not bring the Spirit’s cleansing 
and help—the rich blessing these people talk 
about in their second experience. These 
people are led to their position by what they 
see in the religious world. They are a 
mighty multitude who have put on a form 
of religion and who perhaps show some 
little contact with saving grace, but whose 
lives are so far short that no one should 
fail to see that to them Christ is not what 
He should be. 

To account for so many in the Church 
living at this “poor dying rate,” they sup-- 
pose a first work of grace very defective, 
so far as cleansing the heart and consecra- 
tion of life are concerned, and bring in a 
completed work in a second experience. 
And, to make this harmonize with the life 
of the apostles, they say they were con- 
verted while yet under the Mosaic law— 
they put them in Christ before the way in 
Christ was open. 

But let us see if this is the way to ac- 
count for the condition of the Church to- 
day. It is common for second-work-of-grace 
people to reckon everything in the Church 
as converted and sdved. One of these men 
held a tent meeting in Vienna last sum- 
mer and a grand good man I believe him 
to be. He preached a salvation that had 
a Christ in it, and, as if he wanted to get 
souls to know Christ in His power. But he 
assumed that everything in the Church was 
saved; he did not make any exceptions. 

And right here is where I draw the line. 
There are many in the Church that have 
never been converted and who are not saved. 
There are many in the Church that have 
not complied with a single condition upon 
which God offers to forgive and save a soul 
except to go through an empty form of con- 
fession. Their wills have never been sur- 
rendered; their lives have never been con- 
secrated; their sin has never been turned 
from, and.as for the grace that would make 
their lives right, they do not want it. They 
have come to the Church because they have 
understood the Church to teach that an 
empty confession—the mere assent that Je- 
sus was the Christ, and joining the Church 
is going to save and give them a ticket for 
the Kingdom of Glory. And that ticket for 
glory is all they want. They have no use 
for religion, only as a safeguard against 
hell-fire and a palace-car for heaven. Now, 
I am not going to tell that class that they 
need any second experience. 
they have not had the first experience, and’ 


I tell them. 
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if they are serving the devil, the devil’s 
servants they are, and they can prepare 
themselves for the devil’s reward. 

But not all in the Church that are not as 
they should be are of this class. There are 
many in the Church who are honest and 
sincere in their religious profession whose 
lives are far short. And the fault here is 
more with the Church than with the in- 
dividual. 


The Church has taught religion as a form. 
We have churches where religion is little 
more than going through a form. And we 
have many members in most churches who 
have put on religion in a formal way, but 
who have never really expected Christ to 
come into their hearts, and purify and take 
away the love of sin, and make God’s will 
a pleasure and His service a delight. They 
have never been impressed with the truth 
that their wills must be surrendered and 
their sin must, be turned from, and their 
lives must be consecrated, and transforming 
grace must be laid hold upon before they 
can know Christ in His fulness, or experi- 
ence the real joy of His salvation. And, as 
a result, they have put on religion as a 
form. And if they are really honest in their 
religious purpose they are trying to hold 
on in human strength and they are having 
hard work and yet making a pretty sorry 
job of it. 


Now, after a while, some of this class 
come to realize that they are not what they 
should be; they learn of how Christ comes 
into the heart and cleans up; of how their 
wills must be given over before Christ can 
lead them as He wants to; of how their all 
must be laid upon the altar before God can 
use it to His glory and their hearts’ re- 
joicing, and then they come as they should 
have come in the first place: they make 
the surrender and the consecration, and take 
hold upon transforming and saving grace, 
and their souls are flooded and they say 
they have received the second blessing, when 
they have not got a thing but what they 
should have received when they first came 
to Christ and would have received had they 
come in the right way and laid hold upon it. 

We have got to know the truth before we 
can lay hold upon it, and many have not 
been taught the way of salvation as they 
should have been. And we must lay hold 
upon truth, when we do know it, before it 
becomes saving truth to us. I cannot see 
how any second-experience person can claim 
that in that experience he received any 
blessing he could not have received when he 
first came to Christ, had he been taught of 
it and laid hold upon it as he should have 
done. 

What I am contending for is a conversion 
that means something. I want to lift my 
voice against this thing in the Church which 
is becoming so common, of telling people 
they are converted and saved when Christ 
is still a stranger in their hearts and the 
devil followed in their lives. 


I once settled in a village as a pastor, 
and before I got over the town on my first 
round of calling, I was told by a member of 
a sister church of certain boys who pro- 
fessed to be converted in a revival in that 
church that spring, who had, while that re- 
vival was yet going on, sworn and fought 
on the streets. And yet those boys were 


received into the church and are full mem- 
bers in it to-day and still swearing and 
fighting. 

Now, if any one is ready to contend that 
those boys were converted and have receiv- 
ed their first blessing, they cannot stir any 
quarrel with me in saying they need a sec- 
ond one. But I say of such converts just 
what Peter said of Simon Magus, that they 
are still in the gall of bitterness and the 
bond of iniquity and they have not part nor 
lot in the life in Christ, for their hearts are 
not right in the sight of God. No soul is 
in divine favor till his heart is right. 

But we have such converts, many of them, 
in our churches. Perhaps they do not swear 
and fight. They never did. But the evil 
habits they formed before conversion they 
still follow. The ways of the world they 
walked in before pretending to come to 
Christ, they still walk in. They worshiped 
at the altar of mammon before they did at 
the altar of Christ, and to lay up worldly 
gain they are still ready to lie and cheat 
and sell the clothes off the backs and food 
out of the mouths of illy-clad and hungry 
widows and orphans. Have we not many 
in the Church that are daily doing things 
they could not think of Christ doing, and 
who are neglecting all kinds of religious 
service to chase after worldly pleasure? 
Have we not those in the Church that are 
laying up wealth by thousands while the 
Church pleads in vain with them for help, 
as does to-day the unnumbered of Europe’s 
starving and dying? 

Little do we realize what a change it 
would make in the world if our professed 
Christian religion was what it claims to be. 
Have you heard any talk about the failure 
of Christianity because of this great war? 
And do you know where the failure is? I 
know just where it is. It is in making our 
religion a farce. I understand every Euro- 
pean ruler in this war, except the Sultan, 
professes to be a Christian. That implies 
that they have been born of the Holy Spirit, 
that they are seeking to know the mind of 
Christ and to do His will. It means that 
worldly ambition is crucified, that self- 
pride is nailed to the cross, and the uplift 
of the world is the one purpose of the high 
position which these rulers fill. But who 
believes that this war is the outcome of the 
consecration of the lives of these rulers to 
Christ, and of a diligent inquiry after 
Christ’s mind, and a determined purpose to 
do Christ’s will? Who rather does not be- 
lieve that it is the outcome of an utter dis- 
regard of all Bible teaching of love to God, 
and love to man and inquiry as to what God 
would have, and a complete yielding to the 
sinful ambitions of the worldly man? 

If Christ’s Spirit had reigned in these 
rulers, if they had walked in the light and 
Christ would have been glad -to give them 
the light; if their defense had been in the 
Lord, instead of in trained armies and big 
guns, you could no more have had this war 
in Europe than you could have hell in heav- 
en. This war shows no failure in Chris- 
tianity. But it does show a great failure 
on the part of these rulers who profess to 
be Christians, but whose religion is nothing 
but an empty farce—a shameful mockery. 

But we need not go to Europe to see how 
the’ farce religion of to-day is failing. We 
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can see it right here in America. It is at 
the bottom of our trust evil. There is 
scarcely one of our multi-millionaires who, 
by his unholy combines is coining the 
bodies and souls of his brothers and sis- 
ters into money, but has his name on some 
church roll. He has gone through a form 
of putting on Christ, and the Church has 
given him a church ticket for glory. And 
he is resting in the promise of eternal life. 
But his will has never been surrendered: 
His life has never been set aside to ‘the 
Lord. He does not want to know, and he is 


_ determined not to do, the will of Christ, 


where that will runs contrary to his selfish; 
wicked schemes. And what is true of the 
moneyed man is true, also, of the laboring 
man. He has not taken Christ as his stand-’ 
ard any more than the millionaire. And we 
have labor trusts just as surely as we have’ 
money trusts. And no wonder that there: 
is constant war between capital and labor; 
and strikes and industrial confusion is the 
order of the day. 

Talk about Christianity failing! - The 
empty Christianity of to-day has failed and 
it is going to fail. Just so long as the 
Church tells people they are converted, and 
in divine favor, while the devil rules in 
their hearts and is followed in their lives, 
we will have war among the nations, and 
bitter contention in our fields of industry 
and all the floodtide of sorrow and’ shame’ 
and ruin in our social relation. 

The world wants the Church to give it 
tickets for glory, and beyond that the world 
has no use for the Church. And the Church 
to win favor with the world and to get 
its dirty dollar, has been handing out such 
tickets, forged of the devil, which have no 
sign of the seal of heaven, and nothing 
that looks like the red seal of the blood of 
Jesus Christ. 


Not till the Church tells people that; not 
till their wills are surrendered to God and 
their lives set aside to His service and they 
born of the Holy Spirit, have they any prom- 
ise of heaven, or of the divine favor that 
comes through the intercession of Christ,” 
will men come to Christ for that cleansing 
which they so much need and without which 
they have no promise of the eternal King- 
dom. When men come to the Church, not 
to get promises of glory, while their hearts 
are black with sin, but to be fitted for glory 
by having their hearts made pure and their 
lives made right, the saving power of our 
religion will be seen and we will hear no 
more of the “failure of Christianity.” 


My brother tells me that out in Nebraska 
some Free Methodists were holding service 
on the street, and some imps of the devil ' 
thought to work in a farce, so they hired 
one of their bums to go forward as if: -he 
wanted salvation. Well, those Christians 
gathered around that man, and they went 
down on their knees on the curbstones and* 
began to pray for him and to tell him what 
was necessary to find forgiveness of. sim: 
and acceptance with God. They asked him 
if he had any liquor on him, and told him 
if he had, he must give it up. And they 
went through his pockets and out came a 
liquor bottle. “Have you got any tobacco? 
You can’t be Christian and cling to your. 
tobacco.” And out came the tobacco and 
pipe. “Have you got any cards? You can’t 
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be Christian and gamble with cards.” And 
out came the cards. And he soon realized 
that while he was playing a farce, they 
were in dead earnest; and as he did not 
want to be cleaned up, as they purposed to 
clean him up, he got up and beat a retreat. 

Now, to-day there are many professing 
religion who, if the Church should purpose 
to clean them up as those Christians pro- 
posed to clean that man up, would not be 
ready to buy heaven at the price. But if I 
understand the conditions on which Christ 
offers to save, one of the first is a re- 
nouncing of all sin. And it is time that 
people, both in the Church and out of it, 
know that God is not going to put any clean 
heart within, so long as one holds fast with 
both hands to a world of iniquity without. 

A rescue mission worker, whom we were 
told to call “Jammy,” told us at Northfield 
that in one of their meetings a “down and 
out” soul, considerably under the influence 
of drink, came forward. As they were 
praying and talking with him, he reached 
around and took from his pocket a quart 
bottle of liquor, and set it on the seat. 
“That is right,” they said, “if you want 
Jesus to save you, you must give up your 
sin.” And as they kept on with him, he 
took out another bottle, and then the pipe, 
and then the tobacco, and when he had 
emptied himself of all the sinful world the 
Christ came in. 

The next morning they took that regalia 
of sin and had a picture taken from it, that 
in after years that man might see the depths 
from which Christ lifted him. He became 
an earnest Christian worker, and he said, 
“When I get a little of the ‘big head,’ I 
take that picture, that I may see my once 
lost estate, and I place it on a chair and get 
down on my knees before it and pray God 
to keep me humble.” 

These rescue mission workers emphasize 
the need of giving up everything of the 
old sinful life. I am told that they have 
little faith that a professed convert will 
stand, if he will not give up his tobacco. 
And why? Why, because he is not willing 
to make a complete surrender—there is sin 
to which he still wishes to cling, and Christ 
does not come in and cleanse and abide. No 
heart was ever yet big enough for both 
Christ and the devil. 


These mission workers with their teaching 
of complete surrender and entire consecra- 
tion go down in the vilest haunts of sin and 
lift up lost men and make them monuments 
of saving grace, and many of them prove 
mighty in extending the helping hand to 
others. And they do not teach second work 
of grace. No need to. They make the 
first work what it should be. 


But we take the Church among the goody- 
goody people, and many are never made 
to realize that they are lost sinners, just 
as dependent upon transforming and saving 
grace as the vile sinner of the slums, and 
they go through a form of putting on Christ, 
but Christ does not get into their hearts 
and their lives are not changed. After 
their confession they live the same goody- 
goody life they did before, but there is sin 
in the old life and there is sin in the life 
yet. Have we not on our church rolls the 
names of many whose lives are in no sense 
better than the life of the confessed world- 
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ling? Fathers in the Church not only smoke 
and chew and drink, but they are even will- 


. ing to stand back of the cursed saloon with 


their signatures for license, when they know 
that saloon may prove nothing short of the 
open gate of hell for their own boys. 

Now, friends, we are saved by faith. But 
a faith that does not bring the Savior into 
our hearts and make our lives pleasing in 
the sight of God, has no salvation in it. 
We are not going to be judged by our faith. 
We will be judged by our lives. It is not 
Christ on the lips, but Christ in our hearts 
that saves. 

The most severe denunciations that Jesus 
ever uttered were spoken against men loud 
in religious profession. He told the hypo- 
critical members of the Jewish Church that 
the publicans and the harlots went into the 
Kingdom before them, and asked how they 
thought to escape the damnation of hell. He 
says, “Many will say to me in that day, 
Lord, have we not prophesied in thy name, 
and in thy name cast out devils, and in thy 
name done many mighty works?” (when 
they had done no such things.) They will 
try to deceive the great Judge with empty 
words, the same as they have deceived men, 
but He says: “I will say to them, Depart 
from me, I never knew you: you are work- 
ers of iniquity.” Here Jesus doubtless re- 
fers to those who make the Christian pro- 
fession, but who serve sin in their lives. 
And there are many in the Church who, as 
they value their souls, have need to con- 
sider this Scripture. 

Now I am not going to offer any excuse 
for the worldliness and sin there is in 
the Church by telling people they are con- 
verted and saved, the same as the disciples 
while Jesus was yet with them, and what 
they need to make their lives right is the 
second blessing which the disciples got on 
the day of Pentecost. The sinners in the 
Church do not want their lives made right. 
They do not want. any blessing other than 
to feel they are safe for glory. The dis- 
ciples were not converted in the sense of be- 
ing made fit subjects for membership in a 
Christian church and heirs of the eternal. 
Kingdom, while Jesus was with them. They 
were justified through their obedience to 
the law. But their lives clearly show that 
they had no contact with the Spirit and 
none of the spiritual life that to-day Jesus 
gives every one who truly comes to Him. 


You can call conversion what you please. 
But a conversion that does not mean born 
of the Spirit, and you a new creature, does 
not have any salvation in it; and the dis- 
ciples did not experience any such conver- 
sion before Pentecost. 

As I understand the conditions on which 
Christ saves, they are: 

1. Conviction of sin. Jesus says the 
Spirit will convict of sin. Until one is con- 
victed of sin, realizes that he is a sinner, 
he is not in a proper condition to come to 
Christ, he will not likely make the surren- 
der and consecration he must make before 
Jesus will give him any assurance. 

2. He must renounce sin—not a part, 
but the whole of it. Jesus says: “No man 
can serve two masters.” You cannot serve 
God and mammon. You cannot serve Christ 
and the devil. You must make your choice, 
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and you must choose Christ if you would be 
saved by Him. 

8. He must consecrate himself—set him- 
self aside to God’s service without reserve. 
“If any man come to me and hate not his 
father and mother, and wife and children, 
and brother and sister, yea, and his own life 
also, he cannot be my disciple.” “He that 
renounceth not all that he hath, he cannot 
be my disciple.” 

4. He must come in faith. When 
one has complied with these conditions, 
all that’ God has for any soul, He 
is ready to give that soul. If he meets the 
full measure of requirements, he will get 
the full measure of blessing. But if he fails 
in that measure, whether through ignorance 
or otherwise, he will not get the full bless- 
ing. 

What any soul receives of God depends 
upon his knowledge and his faith. If the 
one seeking salvation has been properly 
taught, and is willing to renounce all sin 
and give himself unreservedly to God and 
in faith accepts the full salvation that Jesus 
offers him, he will indeed be made a new 
creature. Sin will no longer have dominion 
over him. God’s service will be to him a 
supreme delight, and a joy, and peace un- 
speakable will fill his soul. If he has been 
only partially taught in the way, and be- 
lieves that to be Christian one must make a 
public confession of Christ and in after life 
live about like the average professor, turn- 
ing from glaring sin and following the 
world in a general way, he will make his 
confession and may get a little witness of 
the Spirit because he does the best he 
knows; but he gets but very little of what 
Christ has for him, because he does not 
know the way. He has not complied with 
the conditions and is not fitted to receive the 
full blessing. 

This is the first experience of those who 
talk of a second experience. The entire 
sanctification, or setting aside to God, which 
they talk about, should have been made 
when they first came to Christ. And had 
they been properly taught, they would have 
received no evidence of divine favor without 
making it. But they were not properly 
taught, and they did not come as they 
should. Later they learned the way to the 
fulness of divine favor, and then they set 
themselves aside to God as they should have 
done in the beginning, and they received a 
blessing so great they call it a second work 
of grace, and in a sense it was. 

If one has been taught that formal con- 
fession will secure divine favor, and Christ 
will carry his big load of sin just as will- 
ingly as though it were never so small, he 
will make the formal confession and go 
right on in the old sinful ways, an entire 
stranger to Christ and His saving grace, 
and blind to the fact that he is still a 
sinner under condemnation. 

Now the Church is responsible for what 
she teaches. The Church itself is respon- 
sible for the fact that she is full of world- 
serving people who are strangers to Christ. 


When a church, through receiving one 
into membership, tells him he is converted 
and in divine favor, she assumes a great 
responsibility. The Church cannot look into 
the heart and see the real condition. But 


she can make the conditions of salvation so - 
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clear that no one can fail to understand 
them. She can make all to know that with- 
out turning from all sin and an entire giv- 
ing over to God, empty confession and 
formal church union are only a blind and 
a snare. And she sins no little if she fails 
to make these facts clear. 

When we are dealing with God and the 
devil and human souls, and heaven and hell 
are at stake, we cannot afford to be thought- 
less. We cannot afford to let the sinful soul 
be ignorant of the conditions on which God 
offers to forgive and save. 

It is an easy thing to tell people how 
loving and merciful God is, and how ready 
and mighty to save is Jesus. But these are 
conditions that we must not lose sight of. 
Sin is the one thing that separates from 
God, and purity of heart is the one thing 
that fits for His presence. The soul that 
comes up before God with a love of sin in 
his heart will be cast away, I care not how 
many preachers told him he was converted, 
or how many church rolls he may have had 
his name on. To deceive a soul—to tell it it 
is converted and saved, when, because of a 
love and service of sin, it is on its way to 
hell, is an awful thing. 


AN UNUSUA 


To-day my office is in the hands of the 
Government for the registry of all the 
young men in our district. As I witness 
these splendid fellows, who enter so boldly 
and place themselves at their country’s 
service, if there is need, my heart is filled 
with a nameless dread and sadness, which 
cannot be expressed in any words that my 
education in the English language brings to 
my mind. I am wondering if among them 
there may be a Gideon, who by strategy 
may put forth a mighty effort and bring the 
awful sacrifice and bloodshed to a swift 
close. 


When we view the awful deeds and .atroc- 
ities which this war has called men to put 
forth and stand face to face with the 
situation as it is to-day, soldiers pacing up 
and down and young men laying their lives 
upon the altar of sacrifice, can we do better 
than to search with all our might for the 
Gideon who must be somewhere in the land? 
That man, whom God shall pick out, per- 
haps from the most obscure walk of life, 
that man who will walk with God and will 
do things in the way God suggests, and 
thus find a way to touch the hearts of all 
the world’s peoples and soften them until 
war will be an impossibility. 


In the year 1783, Benjamin Franklin 
wrote these words: “At length we are in 
peace, God be praised, and long, very long, 
may it continue. All wars are follies—very 
expensive and very mischievous ones. When 
will mankind be convinced of this and agree 
to settle their differences by arbitration? 
Were they to do it, even by the cast of a 
die, it would be better than fighting and 
destroying each other.” 

Many, many people of many lands to-day 
will shout a loud and long amen to the above 
quotation from a letter written over one 
hundred years ago by our great statesman,

Our religion has been made a farce, and 
the saving power of our Christ has been 
brought into disrepute because the Church 
has not drawn the line between sin and 
holiness—between the service of Christ and 
the service of the devil, and impressed the 
world with the truth that only the servants 
of Christ whose hearts are pure have any 
promise of eternal favor. 

We cannot afford to leave people in doubt. 
If there is doubt in a soul there is some- 
thing wrong there. When Christ comes in, 
as He will come in when we’ comply with 
the conditions, He will bring a flood of light 
that will sweep away our darkness and a 
saving strength that will give us an easy 


victory over our temptations, and fill our 
souls with a peace and joy unspeakable. 


To a sinner the conditions of salvation 
seem very sweeping. But what God has for 
the soul is well worth the price and the 
Church cannot be too zealous in exhorting 
men to pay it.

evil. 


If, after careful prayer and meditation, 
this is revealed to us as the way, then let 
us go to it with all that there is in us.- I 
am finding no fault with it, for I have no 
better way to suggest and certainly this 
monster must be overcome or the world will 
not be a safe nor a fit place to live in. Let 
this preparation go on, perhaps the mighty 
impressions of an aroused and prepared 
America may prove to be the influence that 
will send this inhuman war god, panic- 
stricken from the arena, but, Christian peo- 
ple, you who abhor war, in the language 
of a socialist orator, who spoke in one of 
our large auditoriums recently, Obey the 
law, but “go the limit!” Yes, go the limit 
of prayer! Prayer, that in God’s own way 
some Gideon may be found who will lead 
our forces to a victory which shall be a vic- 
tory without the shedding of the blood of 
our fellow men. God is not dead, nor is He 
paralyzed with fear or dread. He looks 
down with sad countenance upon the nations 
of people whom He has made.

It seems to me that the feeling of dread 
and depression that seems to have taken 
possession of humanity is an evidence that 
we are not right. Let the whole Christian 
world look up to God in a fervent petition 
with faith and confidence that He, the 
Source of all light, will illumine the path- 
way of the sons of men and bring defeat to 
the cause that is wrong and victory to the 
cause of truth and right. 


There seems to be a so-called patriotism 
abroad in the world to-day that stands for 
country, right or wrong. Dear friends, it 
is my best judgment that such a patriotism 
is false and very dangerous. We need a 
patriotism that will walk hand in hand with 
God, and we may never expect to enlist God 
in a cause that is wrong. No, let us seek 
for and uphold a patriotism that stands for 
right and is willing to suffer and pay the 
penalty of its wrong. Let us dare to pray 
and to work for the cause of truth and 
right, even though it may be our own pet 
schemes may be swept away in its accom- 
plishments.

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One of the most remarkable women in all 
Japan, I think the most to be honored, is 
the president of the National W. C. T. U. 
When I was in Tokyo, in January, attending 
our mission meeting and that of the Feder- 
ated Missions, I called to make my New 
Year’s bow to her. The next morning I met 
her at the week of prayer meeting, where 
more than three hundred Christian Japanese 
said amen when she and many, many others 
offered earnest prayers for the conversion 
of their own people. They prayed with 
warmth, in an unheated building, from 6: 30 
to 7:30 on a cold morning. 

I asked her to call at the Conference of 
Federated Missions that she might be intro- 
duced to that body. The president of the 
Conference gave her a most cordial intro- 
duction and had her remain standing on the 
rostrum while he offered the closing prayer 
of the morning session. 

Several years ago I got her to come to 
Utsunomiya and speak to the girls’ schools 
here. I had only a few minutes for my call 
on her, but while she was showing me over 
the neat and artistic new headquarters, and 
telling me how Miss Davis raised the money 
in America, and of the dedication, the first 
Sunday of April, during the twenty-fifth an- 
nual convention, and of the marble bust of 
her that the rich husband of one of the 
Tokyo members is having made for the 
reception room, she said that she would like 
to make another visit to our city. 


When our union heard of her desire, they 


were anxious to have her come. They offer- 
ed: to ‘visit the school principals and make 
all arrangements about the time. One lady, 
who had known her in Tokyo, offered to en- 
tertain her. 

I had suggested that April or May would 
be a good time for the meetings, but when 
they consulted the schools and found that 
examinations, spring excursions, and several 
other things would interfere with those 
dates, they all begged for the middle of 
February. I was afraid to expose her 
eighty-five years to the ice and snow of 
February in this the coldest winter this 
region has had for thirty years. However, 
as everything else seemed to fit for them, 
I submitted, saying we must pray for spe- 
cial weather. Some of us did pray daily, for 
two weeks. We believe we were answered, 
too, for the very day she arrived, February 
15th, the mercury took a leap upward of 
ten degrees and stayed there until the morn- 
ing after her return, the evening of the 
nineteenth, when it went back to the old 
figures. Severe dust-storms, clouds, and 
snow also came, though only quiet sunshine 
had appeared throughout her visit. 


The afternoon of her arrival, she met a 
committee and arranged the hours of the 
meetings. The morn of the sixteenth she 
addressed the students and teachers of a 
sewing-school that is post-graduate to high 
school. Three hundred twenty pupils and 
fifteen teachers gave perfect attention while 
she spoke for over an hour. In the after- 
noon, three hundred students and fifteen 
teachers, of the Industrial School, gave the 
same kind of attention. The morning of the 
seventeenth, the great assembly ‘hall of the 
Girls’ High School was filled ‘with its seven

hundred pupils and forty teachers. All 
arose and bowed as the principal led us up 
the aisle. The forty teachers of the Normal 
School, and the two hundred thirty young 
women they are training to be teachers 
received us in the same way, in the after- 
noon. 

As she stood on those platforms, in front 
of the doors that shut off the shrine like 
alcoves that contain the imperial pictures, 
before which, the frequent ceremonies are 
held that have occasioned so much discus- 
sion, I could but tremble and pray as she 
told of faith in a living God, prayer, Bible 
study, her visit to America, her forty years’ 
experience as a Christian educationalist, 
and her last six years exclusively devoted to 
the W. C.'T. U. work. Missionaries who 
make addresses on morals in government 
schools are not allowed to “preach,” yet that 
aged woman stood there and fearlessly did 
some of the best “preaching” I have ever 
heard in the Sunrise Empire. 

Sunday morning, she spoke to three hun- 
dred fifty-two at a children’s meeting, at the 
Christian Church. The same afternoon, the 
postmaster and quite a number of his staff, 
and representatives of each of the other 
churches, Episcopal, Methodist, Presby- 
terian, Oriental Mission, and Salvation 
Army met with the Christian Church to hear 
her able address. At that meeting, our old- 
est member of the W. C. T. U., eighty-eight 
years, offered a wonderful prayer. 

The next morning, the meeting was held 
at the Christian Girls’ School, a school for 
training midwives and nurses, founded by a 
Methodist lady, with me for teacher of 
Biblical ethics, sent its principal and some of 
its students. The W. C. T. U. members all 
came to that meeting. A committee of two 
or three, and myself, accompanied her to 
each school at which she spoke. The photo 
was taken at the close of that meeting. 
That afternoon, many people went to the 
station to see her start on her sixty-six-mile 
ride back to the capital. 

The daily papers put in short notices, but 
this city of 60,000 is not yet enough awake 
on the temperance question to permit the 
press to do much for our cause. 

The personnel of the photo may be said to 
be typical of the women of the largest cities 
who are taking great steps forward. They 
do not meet with the ridicule and other 
severe opposition that Mrs. Yajima has con- 
quered so victoriously.

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CHRIST IS ALL 


Said a friend of mine recently in my hear- 
ing: “God has called me to preach the gos- 
pel. When I have exhausted that, I will 
look for something else.” Never has a word 
been more seasonably uttered, or more fitly 
spoken. Never has there been a time when 
there has been so much of a tendency or dis- 
position to substitute something else for the 
gospel in the preaching or teaching of her 
ministers as at the present time. 

What makes this tendency still more 
plainly manifest and, if possible, still worse 
in its effects, is the color of plausibility 
given it in certain quarters. Says one min- 
ister, “It is the duty of all men to be

patriotic, therefore it is my duty to preach 
this patriotism.” If you preach “Jesus 
Christ and Him crucified” in such a way 
as to make your preaching effective, it will 
lead men not only to be patriotic, but to 
fulfil every known duty. 

Preach to men the duty and necessity of 
following Christ and imitating His example, 
and if our preaching is at all effective, how 
much is there left for them to do? It 
strikes me that if we thus succeed in mak- 
ing Christians of men, that there is not 
much more to be accomplished. 

I do not think that if you preach Christ 
thoroughly to men, you will need to spend 
much time in telling the same men that 
Christ would not get drunk, or steal, or 
kill, or be a bad citizen, or unpatriotic. 


All these teachings as to what Christ 
would, or would not, do can be summed and 
revealed in the teaching that tells us what 
He is. 

The teachings of social service and the 
work to which it leads us as Christians can 
be easily shown by showing what Christ is 
in His life and character. 

We are Christians when we are like Him, 
no matter what else we may be and if we 
are not like Him, we are not Christians, no 
matter what else we may be. 

Let us realize then that if, as Christian 
teachers, we are a success, the tendency of 
our teaching is to lead men to be like Him 
and nothing else matters, and if therein we 


. are not a success, then nothing has been 


gained and we have lost ground.

Secretary Daniels also has said that 
women employed by the Navy Department 
are to receive the same pay as men holding 
similar positions... He announced that dur- 
ing the war, women would be given pref- 
erence in filling clerical jobs. 





Under a federal law, saloons are pro- 
hibited within one mile of an army camp 
or fort. According to officials of the War 
Department at Washington, places where 
liquor is sold within a radius of two miles 
of cantonments for the American army will 
have to go, it matters not how numerous 
they are or how long they have licenses to 
run. 





Henry Morgenthau, former U. S. 
Ambassador to Turkey, will head a mission 
to be sent by the United States to investi- 
gate conditions among the Jews in Pales- 
tine. This move is the first step, it is be- 
lieved, of America recognizing Palestine as 
a separate republic, with Jerusalem as the 
capital, immediately the British army 
reaches there. 





Secretary Daniels has ordered coal 
and oil producers to supply the enormous 
quantity needed by the navy, at prices to be 
fixed later by the President when the Fed- 
eral Trade Commission has determined a 
fair rate. The Navy will use seventeen 
hundred and fifty tons of coal and fifty 
million barrels of oil, purchased under this 
application of the authority granted by 
Congress. 


——A news dispatch from Copenhagen 
says: “A German technical weekly calcu- 
lates that regular Zeppelin trips to America 
are a possibility of the not distant future. 
The paper says that only a moderate in- 
crease in size over the present type would 
give the necessary lift capacity for an air- 
ship making a trip of four days. The 
article was apparently written with peace 
and not war-time voyages in mind.” 


Dr. Hans Sulzer, the new Swiss Min- 
ister to the United States, will leave Berne, 
Switzerland, July 5, on his way to Washing- 
ton. Dr. Sulzer will be accompanied by an 
extraordinary commission of commercial ex- 
perts. Dr. Paul Ritter has been transferred 
to the Hague by the United States, because 
of his activities as representative of Ger- 
many in this country after the break of 
relations between the United States and 
Germany. 





——A movement for a radical rebuilding 
of the whole political. edifice in Spain is 
gaining adherence everywhere. Discontent 
with existing methods has been long among 
the most advanced liberals and reformers 
‘ among the party of the Left. Internal and 
external difficulties arising from the war 
have served to heighten and increase it, and 
it has gained among the other parties. Ev-

ceived in New York from a high quarter 
in Spain the disclosure is made that King 
Alfonso, acknowledging the power of the 
forces of discontent at work in the kingdom, 
has declared himself willing to agree to the 
establishment of a republic. He said that 
if it were desired he would himself become 
the first President. Later reports say 
that the situation is not as bad as it is 
painted. 





—Specialists of the U. S. Department 
of Agriculture say that careful investiga- 
tions of large quantities of stored eggs show 
that from seventeen to twenty-two per cent. 
of washed eggs become worthless in storage, 
whereas only four to eight per cent. of dirty 
eggs stored unwashed spoil. The explana- 
tion is that water removes from the shell 
of the egg a gelatinous covering which helps 
to keep air and germs out of the inside of 
the egg and therefore the egg does not spoil. 





All the prisoners taken in the Irish 
rebellion of Easter Sunday, 1916, will be 
released without reservation. This. an- 
nouncement was made in the House of Com- 
mons by Andrew Bonar Law, who said the 
government felt that by so doing it would 
aid in the success of the approaching Irish 
convention, which the government hoped 
would effect a reconciliation among Irish 
political parties. In Dublin the news of the 
government’s decision to release the Irish 
prisoners created the greatest enthusiasm. 





Because of airplane safety devices, 
there were only three fatalities in the army 
air service between 1914 and April 28, 1917, 
although the number of flyers exposed to 
risk was much larger than in the six prev- 
ious years, when twelve lost their lives. 
During 1916, ninety-six aviators in the serv- 
ice flew 400,200 miles without one death. 


- The army aircraft production board of the 


defense council has worked out a program of 
aircraft production through which it is 
hoped to dominate the fighting lines of 
Europe within a year. 





Emma Goldman and Alexander 
Berkman were arrested by U. S. Marshall 
McCarthy, in New York, June 15. They 
are charged with conspiracy to interfere 
with and impede the selective draft author- 
ized by the Federal Government. The ex- 
treme penalty which confronts them is two 
years’ imprisonment and a fine of $10,000. 
They also may be deported under the law 
relative to anarchists passed by Congress 
last February. The arrest of these two 
anarchists, it is predicted, will have im- 
portant results as far as the teaching of 
anarchy in the United States is concerned. 
The Federal Government has decided that 
there shall be no further temporizing with 
persons opposing the war or other measures 
advocated by the government. Meetings are 
to be suppressed. Persons who make 
speeches condemnatory to the proceedings 
of the government are to be arrested and 
prosecuted. 


——tThe greatest air raid in point of cas- 
ualties yet made over England by German 
aircraft, the arrival in France of Major- 
General John J. Pershing, who is to com- 





mand the American forces on the continent, 
and the simultaneous arrival in the Russian 
capital and at an American Pacific port, re- 
spectively, of American and Russian mis- 
sions which are to discuss matters connect- 
ed with the prosecution of the war, are the 
outstanding features of the news of the 
world war, June 14. Nearly one hundred 
persons were killed and more than 400 in- 
jured in a mid-day bomb-dropping raid by 
some twelve to fifteen German airplanes 
over London, particularly the east end, 
where live the poorer classes of the popula- 
tion. Ten of those killed and fifty of the 
wounded were children in a school on which 
bombs fell. A large number of the killed or 
injured were women and children. 


——A modern battleship carries an outfit 
of flags worth over two thousand dollars. 
In the New York navy yard is a factory 
run by the government which turns out over 
four hundred varieties, partly by machinery 
and partly by hand. The many thousands 
of stars used in flags each year are cut 
out by a cutting machine which manages 
the eight different sizes used by the govern- 
ment ships. Each ship carries about two 
hundred and fifty flags, costing $2,500. Then 
each battleship carries more than forty for- 
eign flags also. But of all the flags of the 
United States, the President’s flag entails 
the most labor. To make it requires all of 
one woman’s time for a month. This flag, 
consisting of a blue ground with a coat of 
arms of the United States in the center, is 
hand-sewed, and it takes days of patient 
stitching to secure in place the life-sized 
eagle with its great wings outstretched. 
The flag is made in two sizes, ten by four- 
teen feet, and three by five feet. 


—More than 800 girls between the ages 
of ten and twenty years have disappeared 
from their homes in New York since Janu- 
ary 1, it transpired coincident with the an- 
nouncement by Police Commissioner Arthur 
Woods that he had ordered begun the most 
searching inquiry into police conditions 
since that conducted after the Rosenthal 
murder. The investigation is a direct out- 
come of the finding of the body of Ruth 
Cruger, a high school girl graduate, buried 
in the cellar of a motorcycle shop conducted 
by Alfredo Cocchi, for whom the Italian gov- 
ernment authorities are searching at the re- 
quest of the State Department. The Com- 
missioner ordered Joseph A. Faurot, head 
of the detective bureau, to inquire thorough- 
ly into the methods and operations of ‘the 
detectives and police officers who failed to 
solve the Cryger mystery.’ The body was 
not found through their efforts, but was un- 
earthed by private detectives employed by 
Mrs. Grace Humiston, a woman.lawyer, who 
is counsel for the Cruger family. She was 
instrumental in having the motorcycle shop 
cellar dug up after police agents had failed 
to take this step, with results. The $1,000 
reward which Miss Cruger’s father had of- 
fered for his daughter’s recovery, it was 
announced, will be the nucleus of a “Ruth 
Cruger Fund,” which will be-used to aid in 
the search for missing girls. Mrs. Humis-

Introduction 


The Second Chronicles gives a condensed 
history of the events in Judah and an ac- 
count of the worship of the Israelites from 
the accession of Solomon to the captivity of 
Judah. The decree of Cyrus permitted the 
rebuilding of the temple. Upon the division 
of the kingdom, Second Chronicles omits en- 
tirely the history of northern Israel, save for 
an occasional bare reference, given inci- 
dentally, because of its connection with the 
kingdom of Judah. The Chronicler gives a 
succession of narratives for the sake of 
their religious import in the temple at Je- 
rusalem; all ritual interests are of superior 
importance, especially emphasizing the 
temple and its worship, its priests, the 
Levites, and singers; and secondarily point- 
ing out the moral, declaring that sin is fol- 
lowed by punishment and goodness is re- 
warded. 


Comments 
I. AHAzZ’s IDOLATROUS PRACTICES. 
1-4) 
1. When he began to reign—B. C. 735- 
725. Like David his father—Father is used 


(Vs. 
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for ancestor, as is a common practice in the 
Old Testament. 


2.. He walked in the ways of the kings 
of Israel—Their ways were evil. Made 
moiten images—Idols that were cast. For 
the Baalim—This is a Hebrew plural for 
Baal and is a common name, meaning lord, 
given to various heathen gods. 

3. He burnt incense in the valley of the 
son of Hinnom, and burnt his children in 
the fire—In the hollow interior of the god, 
Moloch, a fire was kindled and when the 
arms became red hot, children were thrown 
in them and burned to death. Stories of 
Abraham’s sacrifice of Isaac and of Jep- 
thah’s vow show that human sacrifice was 
not unknown in the early days of Israel, but 
it was probably of rare occurrence until the 
time of Ahaz. In the later years of the 
kingdom of Judah, it became a not uncom- 
mon feature of religious worship. 

4. He sacrificed—By this he set an ex- 
ample of idolatry. In the high places 
under every green tree—That is, under ev- 
ery flourishing tree, referring not to the 
color, but to the condition and size of the 
tree. Large pine trees, which are rarer in 
the East than the West, became great'land- 
marks. In this way such trees acquired 
a semi-sacrédness, because in many cases 
they were associated with theophanies, and 
their flourishing condition was taken as a 
sign of the divine presence and blessing of 
some local deity. 


II. Disastrous WARS WITH SYRIA AND 
ISRAEL. (Vs. 5-7) 

5. The king of Syria—Rezin by name. 
King of Israel named Pekah. Read Isa. 
6: 1-9 and 2 Kings 16:5, 6. Rezin was at 
this time tributory to Tilgath-pilnezer. They 
smote him—Judah lost the port of Elath 
on the Red Sea (20). Tilgath-pilnezer was 
a Babylonian prince, formally known as 
Pulis, who usurped the throne of Assyria, 
according to the Chronicler. In Kings, we 
learn that Ahaz made a gift to the king of 
Assyria to secure his help against Rezin; 
Assyria accepted the gift and marched 
against Damascus, capturing it and slaying 
Rezin. We learn from the monuments that 
Tilgath-pilnezer conquered and depopulated 
Galilee in 733 B. C.; captured Damascus, 
732 B. C.; Samaria, 722 B. C., and gave 
them to the king of Assyria. There is a 
record showing that Tilgath-pilnezer receiv- 
ed tribute from “Jehoahaz of Judah,” Je- 
hoahaz being the full name of Ahaz. 

20. For Ahaz took away a portion out of 
the house of Judah—This explains the fore- 
going account. It helped him not—The im- 
mediate result was the delivering of Judah 
from Syria and Israel (2 Kings 16:9, 15- 
29). The final result was that Judah had 
to pay a heavy tribute to Assyria, and this 
aroused the suspicion of Egypt. The proph- 
et Isaiah had predicted what evil results 
would follow the intervention of Assyria. 

22. In the time of his distress—Under 
the oppressive power of the Assyrian gov- 
ernment. 

23. He sacrificed unto the gods of Da- 
mascus—Ahaz had a copy of the altar at 
Damascus made and offered sacrifices upon 
it, thus practiced idolatrous worship among 
his people. Because the gods of Syria help- 
ed them—The gods of Syria were subject to 
the Assyrians at that time and we may un- 
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derstand Syria as a part of the Assyrian 
kingdom. 

24. Cut in pieces the vessels of the house 
of God—and had them smelted and made 
into other uses in the practice of heathen 
worship. And shut up the doors of the 
house of Jehovah—Ahaz altered the en- 
trance to the temple in keeping with his 
wicked designs. 

27. They brought him not into the sep- 
ulchres of the kings of Israel—He was 
denied the privileges of royal burial with 
the fathers of Israel, but was buried in the 
city of Jerusalem. 


This lesson reveals the results of wicked- 
ness to the people of God and the disgrace 
that a wicked king brought upon himself, 
both in life and after death. 

Assigned work:—Read all that is said of 
the reign of Hezekiah in 2 Kings 18-20; 
Isa. 36-39; 2 Chron. 29-32. How old was 
Hezekiah when he began to reign? 2 Kings 
18:2. How did Hezekiah compare with the 
other kings of Judah? (2 Kings 18: 5) 
What was his first reform? Give an ac- 
count of his cleansing the temple. Explain 
the origin of the Passover.

OUR FOREIGN FINANCES 


From the Treasurer’s report we gather 
these figures: The receipts for the year 
thus far, October to May, have been 
$15,543.44; the expenses have been $12,645.-

NO TIME FOR HESITATION 


Quick sensing of conditions, prompt decis- 
ions, and immediate action are the need of 
the hour. This applies to home, to church, 
to business, to everything. Not even the 
men and women who experienced the trying 
days of the sixties saw such times as now 
confront most of the world. Millions of 
people are starving, and the Teutons 
frankly avow that they expected and antici- 
pated the event; and if certain lands are 
depopulated by starvation, why then they 
will be peopled again by the expanding 
Teuton nations. Probably half the nations 
engaged in the great war care nothing. for 
the starving, and have not the slightest in- 
tention of giving succor. America and her 
allies are the only hope of the nations dying 
without bread. And prompt self-sacrificing 
help is needed at once—will be needed for 
months and probably for years to come. 

America and her allies are the people who 
really care what becomes of the non-Chris- 
tian and heathen and pagan peoples—who 
really have been doing the lion’s share of 
foreign missionary work. And now, in this 
crisis of the world, these nations are con-

fronted with the stupendous task of main- 
taining human liberty for the world by 
force of arms, in addition to the task of 
giving Christ and Christianity to the na- 
tions which are still unevangelized. We are 
expecting the people of America, and the 
churches of America, to accept both tasks 
with determination to accomplish both. We 
hope they will act promptly. We hope the 
members of the Christian denomination will 
respond among the very first. No let-down 
in our church work! No let-down in our 
denominational enterprises! No curtail- 
ment of our missions! “slackers” 
blocking the wheels! 
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PROMPTLY NOW 


What of our foreign missions in these 
troubled days? The work is going right 
on in Japan and Porto Rico. We will soon 
have reports telling what has been accom- 
plished the past year. The auto in Porto 
Rico is making a great difference there. 
The initiative of the Japanese brethren is 
making a great difference there. The latest 
word is that they are planning, as a home 
mission venture, the opening of another 
point in Tokyo. 

The McCords write that their steamship 
will probably not leave Japan until June 22. 
Sailings are uncertain these days. But Mr. 
McCord hopes to be in America for some 
of the conferences, if his health improves. 

For this year we held our appropriations 
down to the figure of last year, adding only 
enough to repair our church property in 
Porto Rico and to bring the McCords home. 

How are our receipts running? Very 
close to the figures of last year. Our for- 
eign mission offerings were not up to the 
mark; our May receipts slumped about six 
hundred dollars. We are hoping to keep 
about even for June. But we must have 
more money in order to meet the year’s bills. 
In the next three months we can rally, as 
in past years, and make the best showing 
yet. Last fall the Mission Board voted to 
continue the Rope Holder plan; and we are 
sending out pledges, expecting that many of 
our brethren and sisters will be glad to fore- 
stall any possible financial shrinkage for 
this year. Will you not act promptly?

If you have not yet observed Sacrifice 
Day for Home Missions, you have the op- 
portunity through June, July, and August. 


Others are asking for the literature to 
assist them in making the Every-member 
Canvass.

Without exception, all of the missionary 
magazines and papers are emphasizing the 
need of a greater sacrifice than has ever 
been made for the cause of our Lord in this 
time of crisis. We ought to realize it first 
on account of the need of the Church during 
the time of the crisis; second, we ought to 
be planning for the Church to take the place 
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of the tremendous task that she will face 
at the close of the war. It is true that 
every call claims to be the most insistent 
one, but if they are not conserved by the 
work of the Church there is no use for any 
of them. The war will fail indeed if the 
Church is so weakened that it will have to 
lose its initiative power. 
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THE ONTARIO CONFERENCE 


One of the most happy discoveries of the 
Home Mission Secretary in his wanderings, 
has been to find how little boundary lines 
really count, after all. I have found the 
whole-heartedness of the West one of the 
characteristics of the East, the hospitality 
of the South very prevalent in the North, 
the vim and vigor of the North true of the 
South as well in making them count for 
results. Really if I were to be let down 
suddenly from the clouds into many of the 
sections of our Church, I would have to 
identify them by the accent or the climate. 

The first thing that made me realize that 
I was out of my own country was when the 
trainman came through and told us to have 
our baggage open, ready for the custom 
officers. I set my hand-bag up and opened 
it so that when the official came by he looked 
into it, ran his hand down to the bottom 
and without removing anything, took my 
word for it that I carried nothing except 
personal effects. Another came by, asked 
me if I were an American, and if I was 
to be in Canada only temporarily. I an- 
swered in the affirmative and was passed 
as O. K. I was in Canada a foreigner, as 
they say, “from the other side,” but folks 
looked just like Americans, talked like them, 
and seemed to have about the same spirit. 
Farms looked about as beautiful as they do 
in Ohio. 

I arrived at the conference in the evening 
after the service had begun. 


About every church was well represented 
at the meetings. One of the pleasing things 
was that much time was given to every 
phase of the business, so that nothing was 
set aside for program. Many of our con- 
ferences in these days are giving about all 
of their time to programs and very little to 
business sessions, as the business is mostly 
worked out in committees. 

The program was carried out well, the 
congregation even staying until about ten 
o’clock at night, two nights even later than 
that, in order to get all of it. 

There were two things that touched the 
heart of the writer especially. I was not 
only welcomed on account of the official ca- 
pacity with which I was there, and for my 
own sake, but I was welcomed as an Amer- 
ican citizen. 

One morning in the opening service Prof. 
Dales, in leading, requested that they sing 
America, in “honor of the brother from the 
other side.” To hear those Canadian breth- 
ren singing our hymn with such excellent 
spirit brought the tears to my eyes and a 
feeling in my breast that they were binding 
me to their lives indeed. Then on Sunday 
afternoon, when I was to preach, as I enter- 
ed the church, there by the side of the 
Union Jack floated our own Stars and 
Stripes. Again a lump came into my 
throat, because in times like these it means 
something to see one’s flag thus honored in 
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another country. I wish I had the time to 
tell of the men and women who are giving 
so much to the Kingdom in life and love, 
of Brother Fletcher, who has had: time after 
time to refuse calls to larger fields because 
he feels that the Christian Church needs 
him. Of Dales, who has stood for so much 
in educational leadership there, and of oth- 
ers younger and older who are as loyal a 
people as I have met. 

I shall have very pleasant memories of 
my first visit to the Ontario Conference. °

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LETTER FROM PORTO RICO 


VILLABA, Porto RIco, 
June 4, 1917. 

When Dr. Barrett, the editor of THE HER- 
ALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY, visited Porto Rico 
Rico in 1902, he visited an orphanage at 
Coamo which so impressed him that upon 
his return to America he published a little 
pamphlet called, “Face to Face With God; 
or An Interesting Story From the Island of 
Porto Rico.” In describing the orphanage, 
Dr. Barrett wrote: “After being an eye- 
‘witness to the work of the devoted Christian 
woman who had the institution in charge, 
I said to a friend, ‘I have seen a picture of 
faith,’ and then, correcting myself, I said, 
“Yes, more, I have seen faith, herself, at 
work.” 

It has been my good fortune to spend the 
: ten days at this institution, now moved 

rom Coamo to the mountains, where the 
pure air and picturesque scenery give ideal 
surroundings for the orphanage, were it not 
for the fact that “Faith,” or Miss Ellen S. 
Kinsley, the brave woman who established 
this home for homeless children, is so isolat- 
ed from the companionship of other Amer- 
icans. 

In the United States I have visited many 
orphanages, and other so-called “homes,” 
some belonging to the county, some to the 
State, others to various fraternal organiza- 
tions, but this is the only really and truly 
home of them all—a place where love 
reigns supreme, and where from the oldest 
to the youngest the Golden Rule is faith- 
fully practiced. 

“What of the children?” you ask. The 
children have been brought, one at a time, 
from the various parts of the island and 
placed in the care of Miss Kinsley, who has 
assumed the entire responsibility of cloth- 
ing, feeding, and educating them. The 
youngest child in the orphanage, a beauti- 
ful little girl of two years, makes the fiftieth 
child whose name has been entered upon the 
roll-book, and in all these seventeen years 
there have been but four deaths, and no 
severe illness until the past winter, when a 
wave of grippe, with its attendant fever, 
caused the illness of a number. The simple 
life, good, wholesome food, and sanitary sur- 
roundings have demonstrated the fact that 
there is no need for so much sickness among 
children in this island, if the laws of health 
are observed. 

The family now consists of twenty-five 
members, including Miss Kinsley, the pres- 
ent corps of helpers being the children 
whom Miss Kinsley has reared, with the 
exception of one man, who has chosen one 
of Miss Kinsley’s girls as his wife.’ Every- 
thing moves along so smoothly, so quietly, 
and apparently so easily, that one almost 








seems to feel the — of the Heavenly 
Father, who has been Miss Kinsley’s only 
counselor, and as she said, “In the forceful 
language of Billy Sunday, ‘God is still on 
His job.’” The neighboring people are in- 
vi to attend services on Sunday and 
prayer-meeting nights. There is a well- 
organized Sunday-school, with four classes, 
the superintendent being “Paul,” the boy 
whom Dr. Barrett mentions in his booklet 
as the child found in December, 1900, at 
the Playa, Ponce, lying on a piece of coffee 
sacking near the sea, so nearly starved to 
death that the physicians said he could not 
live. Paul is a big, broad-shouldered young 
man now, and Miss Kinsley’s efficient helper 
at the orphanage, and, being a devout Chris- 
tian, he is secretary of the Christian En- 
deavor society at Villaba and on Sunday 
afternoon holds services in the little cabins 
far up the mountainsides. The other man 
Miss Kinsley has for an assistant is also 
an earnest Christian, and he, too, spends his 
Sabbath afternoons in missionary work 
among the houses too remote to be visited 
by any missionary stationed on the island. 

The Bible tells us that in due season we 
shall reap, if we faint not, and all who 
have read Dr. Barrett’s little booklet will 
certainly rejoice that Miss Kinsley has been 
given the joy of seeing some of the children 
that’ she has cared for from babyhood de- 
velop into noble men and women.

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MRS. GERTRUDE MAY McDANIEL 
A Brief Sketch of Her Life 


Gertrude May McDaniel, wife of Rev. C. 
A. McDaniel, pastor of the Christian church 
at Milford, N. J., and daughter of John and 
Mary Kellock, was born at Millville, N. J., 
September 2, 1881, and died after a linger- 
ing illness of four months, at her home in 
Milford, N. J., April 27, 1917. 

She was educated in the city schools of 
New Bedford, Mass., and was well trained 
in both mind and heart. In her early life 
she gave her heart to the Lord and faith- 
fully served Him till she was called to ex- 
change the cross for the crown. 

She was united in marriage to Rev. C. A. 
McDaniel in the Bonney Street Christian 
church, New Bedford, by Rev. I. H. Coe, 
December 10, 1902. Two interesting chil- 
dren blessed this union, Gwendolyn, aged 
ten, and Margaret, aged three years. Poor 
little ones, how they will miss “mamma,” 
who loved and cared for them with such 
exceptional tenderness and devotion. But 
she is more sorely and constantly missed by 
him with whom she lovingly walked life’s 
pathway nearly fifteen years and faithfully 
worked by his side in the Master’s cause. 

Mrs. McDaniel was a woman of splendid 
parts and won a host of friends by her ac- 
complishments wherever she lived. Her 
ability to entertain made it a pleasure to be 
in her home, as she was well informed, 
especially concerning practical religious 
questions, upon which she delighted to talk. 
Church and Sunday-school work appealed 
to her strongly, in which she took an active 
part whenever her strength permitted, 
sometimes exceeding its limit in her anxiety 
to promote the work she loved. Also En- 
deavor and missionary work received a 
hearty share of her consecrated energy. 

Her soul was full of music and her home 
was often made brighter by the sound of 
sweet melodies. By this means she was an 
exceptional blessing in the services of the 
Church and Sunday-school, where she is 
sadly missed and where it can be said of 
her, “She hath done what she could.” 

During her long illness the members and 
friends of the Milford Christian church 
showed their appreciation of her worth by 
their self-sacrificing devotion to her com- 
fort, assisting in every way possible in car- 
ing for the home and children. Her suf- 
fering was intense and everything that 
specialists, together with the anxious hus- 
band and Icving friends could do was done 
to relieve pain and save her life—but all in 
vain. While the sun was mounting the sky 
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on the morning of April 27, she quietly bade 
farewell to loved ones and went to be with 
Jesus in heaven. According to her request, 
private funeral services were held in the 
home by Dr. W. H. Hainer, of Irvington, 
N. J., assisted by Dr. Vinton, pastor of the 
local Presbyterian church, after which her 
remains were laid to rest in the beautiful 
Union Cemetery at Milford. “Farewell, but 
only for a time.”

SUFFOLK LETTER 


The tragedy of Smith Creek! On Mon- 
day forenoon of June 18, 1917, Katharine 
and Dorothy, thirteen-. and fourteen-year- 
old sisters, daughters of Mr, and Mrs. Fred 
Bullock, drove the trap that carried their 
father and brother George to the Union Sta- 
tion in Suffolk, Virginia. Ces their return 
to the cottage home,.on a bluff overlooking 
Smith. Creek, they wanted.to.row on the 
stream a.small boat which their brother had 
pulled ashore. Their mother finally con- 
sented for them to put on their bathing 
suits and bail the, water from the boat, but 
exhorted them not to leave the shore. 

In their anxiety to row the beat, they, no 
doubt, forgat amother’s. warning and uncon- 
scious of the real-danger; ventured out with 
baby brother,- Wilfred, three years old. In 
a short time their screams attracted the at- 
tention of colored people living on.the oppo- 
site side of the creek, and they hastened to 
inform the. mother. .Ip .an instant the 
mother rushed down the hill and plunged 
into the stream beyond her depth. Kath- 
arine, still struggling for her life, seized her 
mother and they went down ther, but 
the girl rel her. mother, and. perished ; 
the mother went down three times herself 
and then floated, She wag rescued by Ed- 
ward Copeland and. Tom Williams, two col- 
ored men who had. hastened to help; all 
threa of the children were drowned, but 
their bodies were all found and saved from 
a watery grave. There was the mother with 
her three dead. children and little Ruth who 
stood on the shore and saw the tragedy of 
Smith Creek! 

As the tide went out to sea that day in 
Smith Creek, the tide of human sympathy 
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from the neighborhood and Suffolk poured 
into that cottage home. All day long the 
stream of humanity poured into that sad 
yard. Father and son arrived from Waver- 
ly, Virginia, that afternoon, and Grand- 
mother Green, from Toledo, Ohio, reached 
her daughter the next morning. 

Mrs. Bullock once restored by Dr. White, 
the work of embalming and preparing for 
burial was going forward by undertaker 
Hill. When this was completed, three white 
caskets lay in the front room containing the 
jewels of parental hearts. Neighbors and 
friends vied with one another in trying to 
minister to their broken hearts. 

The girls were vigorous of body, bright 
of mind, and pure of life. The baby boy 
was the pride and joy of the home. It was 
a pathetic meeting when father, brother, 
and grandmother entered the room where 
the mother lay in her silent grief with a 
broken heart and a crushed spirit. None 
but God will ever know what they felt; but 
God knows, and “His grace is sufficient.” 

Wednesday, June 20th, was the day for 
the final services and burial. Before leav- 
ing the home for the church, the mother 
would see her “darlings” once more. Only 
mothers know what that last look means. 
As she kissed the foreheads of the daughters 
and said tender words of love, the very 
silence was heavenly speech. When she 
pressed her trembling lips upon the brow of 
her only boy, angels seemed to enter the 
room to bear her up as she said: “I heard 
you trying to sing ‘I am Jesus’ Little Lamb,’ 
and you forgot the word ‘lamb’ and said, ‘I 
am Jesus’ Little “Boy,”’” and he was and 
is. She was unable to follow them to the 
Christian church in Suffolk, but she gazed 
out of the cottage window as the three 
hearses bore her loved ones over the bridge 
and out of her sight. It was a long train 
of machines that followed in that slow, sad 
march to the grave. 

A great throng filled the church. Their 
Sunday-school Class and the Willing Work- 
ers met them at the door of the church and 
escorted them to their last _resting-place, 
their teacher, Mrs. I. W. Johnson, Teading 
the way with her sobbing heart and her 
tears. Thirteen ministers were on the pul-

LAYING OF CORNER-STONE 


The laying of the corner-stone of the 
Christian church took place Tuesday after- 
noon with an impressive and interestin 
program. The opening exercises were hel 
in the Congregational church, which was 
filled with people from Franklin and vicin- 
ity. The opening selection was by a quar- 
tet, Mrs. Katherine Call Simonds, Mrs. Cora 
Call Foster, of Hill, Frank J. Southmayd, 
and Harry E. Ayles. The invocation was 
by Rev. I. C. Brown, pastor of the M. E. 
church. Responsive reading in which mem- 
bers of the Christian church and the general 
public took part, was led by Rev. H. C. Mc- 
Dougall, pastor of the Unitarian church. 
The congregation sang, The Church’s One 
Foundation. The Scripture Lesson from 
Ezra 8: 8-13 was read by Rev. Ralph G. 
English, of Amesbury, Mass. One of the 
pleasing features of the afternoon was a 
solo by Mrs. Arthur B. Simonds, original 
words and music composed especially for the 
occasion by Mrs. Simonds. Prayer was of- 
fered by Rev. Charles E. Lewis, pastor of 
the Baptist church. Mrs. Simonds and Mrs. 
Foster gave a vocal duet. A solo was ren- 
dered by Mrs. Milton S. Rees, of Rochester, 
N. Y. His Honor, A. A. Beaton, mayor of 
Franklin, brought the greetings of the city. 
The duties of a mayor are numerous, he 
said. Some are disgusting and some are 
very pleasant. The occasion on Tuesday 
was one of the pleasantest since he had held 
the office. He gave assurance that the fel- 
low citizens of the members of the Christian 
church were pleased and rejoiced with them 
in the noble achievement of erecting a mag- 
nificent structure that the city would be 
proud of for years to come. 

The principal address of the day was giv- 
en by Rev. Frank G. Coffin, M. A., D. D., 
pastor of the First Christian church at Al- 
bany, N. Y., and president. of ‘The Ameri- 
can Christian Convention. Dr. Coffin nam- 
ed three passages that fitted the occasion— 
Hebrews 11: 40; Hebrews 12:1, and John 
4:36. He gave one of the finest addresses 
heard in Franklin for a long time. “The 
duty of the present calls,” he said, “but we 
must not ignore the past and we dare not 
pee the future.” The church is an abiding 

orce in the community. He gave an in- 
tensely interesting comparison between the 
days of the old church that was burned and 
to-day. Vividly were the great advances 
referred to. In those days visitors from 
abroad could not have come to the corner- 
stone laying by steam. They could not have 
availed themselves of telegraph service 
without -waiting thirty-six years. They 
would have had to wait thirty-five years for 
a typewriter. By waiting forty-three years 
they could have had electricity for lighting 
the church: For horse-cars they would have 
been obliged to wait six years. Coal oil 
for lighting would have been available by 
waiting twenty-one years. There were 52,- 
000,000 slaves and serfs then. The German 
Empire has risen since those days. During 
the eighty years there have grown up twen- 
ty-three religious denominations. Every 
Young Peéople’s society, except the Sunday- 
school, has started since those old days. 
Those men of 1838 were men of great faith. 
They started and completéd their building 
and then organized the church. 


Following the address by Dr. Coffin the 
ey eae sang, How Firm a Foundation, 
and adjournment was taken to the new 
church for the laying of the corner-stone. 
The list of the contents of the corner-stone 
box was read by Miss Clara E. Rowell, clerk 
of the church. At the bottom of the box for 
a foundation, Miss Rowell placed the first 
brick that was laid when the town hall and 
former church was built. This brick was 
made brick-yards at the Lower Village. 


It was laid by Robert Hale, a Franklin

mason. Miss Rowell’s father, the late John 
H. Rowell, then a boy of eighteen, saw the 
brick laid and had often called the attention 
of others to it. When the church was burn- 
ed, March 20, this first brick was saved by 
Miss Rowell. 

Other contents of the corner-stone box in- 
cluded The Christian Church Annual for 
1917, the denominational journal, the de- 
nominational papers, including copies of 
THE HERALD OF GOSPEL LIBERTY and The 
Sunday School Herald, weeklies, and The 
Christian Missionary, a monthly publica- 
tion, two copies of The Journal-Transcript, 
one containing a story of the fire and a his- 
torical sketch of the church and the other 
a copy of last week’s issue, a copy of The 
Manchester Union of Tuesday, the local 
church manual including the names of all 
who ever belonged to the church, 710, in- 
cluding fifty who have joined since January 
1, and the seven pastors who have gone out 
from the church, the historical sermon by 
Rev. T. G. Moses delivered on the fiftieth 
anniversary of the church, local monthly 
calendars, by-laws of the ladies’ social 
union, church envelopes, cards of church 
membership, and cards for pledges for the 
rebuilding fund, a copy of the program of 
the corner-stone laying, pictures of Rev. O. 
J. Wait, Rev. T. G. Moses, and Rev. L. W. 
Phillips, three pastors whose pastorates ex- 
tended over 48 years of the church’s history, 
photographs of each of the Protestant 
churches of Franklin, photographs of scenes 
in Franklin, including a bird’s-eye view of 
the city, the Webster Birthplace, high school 
building, Nesmith school, Franklin hospital, 
reports of the New Hampshire Orphans’ 
Home, the Franklin Hospital Association, 
and the Golden Rule Farm Homes, and a 
Bible printed in 1836, two years before the 
old church was built. This Bible belonged 
to Miss Rowell’s mother. Over the top of 
the contents of the box was placed Old 
Glory, a handsome silk flag being placed in 
the box and the cover then installed. 

The corner-stone was then formally laid by 
Dr. Coffin. Prayer was offered by Rev. Dr. 
A. H. Morrill, of Woodstock, Vt., a former 
pastor of the church. All sang Onward, 
Christian Soldiers, and benediction was 
pronounced by Rev. Dr. F. H. Peters, of 
New Bedford, Mass., president of the New 
England Christian Convention. 

The pastor of the church, Rev. Willoe J. 
Hall, presided over the exercises of the 
afternoon. 

Previous to the program dinner was serv- 
ed at the ‘Congregational chapel by the 
Ladies’ Social Union. The ladies also 
furnished a supper. 

Mrs. M. E. Sargent was church organist 
for the day’s program. The-plans for the 
new-church were on exhibition at the Con- 
gregational chapel. Contractor Walter E. 
Dunlap and Walter Jackman, a grandson of 
the late Rev. L. W. Phillips, hoisted the 
corner-stone into position. The stone has 
the following inscription: “The Christian 
Church, June .12, 1917.”"—The Journal- 
Transcript, June 14, 1917.

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NOTES FROM JAPAN 


The heat of summer is coming again, an 

while there is no letting up of work yet, stil 
eople begin to think of the hot summer 
before us and to prepare for it. 

ay before yesterday was the day for the 

school excursion. Our school divided into 
two parties. The boys of the third, fousth, 
and fifth years went north of Tokio about 
seventy miles and put in two days in travel 
and sight-seeing, while the small boys ‘went 
two hours out of Tokio to the east to see 
some famous temples, get their exercise, 
and come home the same day. 

As our Tokio and Tochigi ken pastors had 
a meeting the next day after this excursion 
began, I elected to go with the small boys 
for the one-day outing. 

Did you ever see a lot of small boys on a 
picnic? Have you ever seen the cage of 
monkeys at the zoo? Many of the boys 
loaded up with boxes of candy, cakes, eggs, 
and other delectables as suited them. They 
began to lunch as soon as the train started 
on its way, and some of them seemed to 
keep it up all day! One boy at least got 
too much, because he was almost too sick 
to get home when the time for starting 
came. But on the cars, when they had had 
enough candy, it amused them to use a part 
of their stores to throw at one another. It 
did no one any harm, but it was hilarious. 
When any passenger train was passed, the 
whole train of boys, three hundred and sixty 
strong, gave them the yell of greeting. 

Two hours out from the city we left the 
train for a three-mile trip across the coun- 
try on foot to see a famous temple and the 
tomb of the famous Sogaro Sakura. The 
roads were muddy, but by dodging mudholes 
and once in a while escaping into the fields, 
we reached our destination, Mr. Ebara, 
the head of the school, athough seventy-six, 
walking along with us. 

I had always wanted to see the tomb of 
Sogaro Sakura. Two hundred and seventy 
years ago the people of Chiba ken were 
sorely oppressed by their feudal lord and 
Sakura was chosen as one of a number of 
men to get a petition direct to the shogun. 
He did, after much trouble, by tying the 
petition to.a bamboo pole, and when the 
shogun was penne, he thrust it into his 
litter at a certain bridge. It occasioned a 
great commotion that a common farmer 
should be so irreverent as to approach the 
man at the head of the temporal affairs of 
the country. So the poor man was sen- 
tenced to death by crucifixion, but not only 
himself, but his wife and his children. The 
shogun did interfere in the matter of taxes 
and the people got relief, and since that 
time Sogaro has been one of the popular 
heroes of Japan. I expected to find a lonely 
grave, but the grave is in the center of the 
town of Sakura, has a platform of stone 
over it, where pilgrims from many parts of 
the country come to offer incense and pray 
to his spirit. I never saw. so much incense 
burning at one time anywhere. 

In some things Sakura resembled Jesus. 
He suffered for’ his people, was crucified, 
gained relief for his people, and was after- 
ward highly honored by them. In some 
ways he is a ‘sort of popular idol of Japan, 
—_ as George Washington is in our own 

and. “ 
After staying-in this place long enough 
to take lunch, we found ‘that we could im- 
prove on footing it over. muddy roads by 
riding on an electric tram. Se we quickly 
reached the town of Narita. This town, too, 
was filled with pilgrims and sightseers. 
Here also was a famous temple, thronged 
in every part. The chief ways of making 
money were in the sale of charms and dis- 
pane holy water. Now if you will not 
too much shocked, I may add that in 
connection, with the temple is the Hall of 
Fasting. The devotees who gain merit at 
this temple, do so by fasting one week and 
by bathing in cold water, and, while doin 
so, repeating with loud voices some Budd- 
hist prayers. The Hall of Fasting is a shed 
surroun by a loosely-made fence, 
so 
can see all that is going on. 
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he had seen four kings in the bath at dif- 
ferent times and the sight was not impres- 
sive. However, at this place the naked men, 
five or six, in this temple, always had a 
crowd of interested sightseers. 

The hilarity of the boys had not yet 
abated on the way home, but still they con- 
fessed that they were getting a little tired. 

On the way I had an opportunity to get 
into more intimate touch with some of the 
teachers and talk to them about the great 
Savior and the salvation that He offers, 
Two of my Bible class boys stood by me a 
good deal of the time while we were sight- 
seeing. Other boys wanted to know when 
they might come to the Bible class. A young 
man from the Tokio veterinary school 
was on the street-car and he promised to 
come and bring three of his friends who 
used to come to me for Bible lessons, but for 
nearly two months have been absent. When 
one sees how the Japanese Buddhist believ- 
ers have given money to build these temples, 
we feel sure that the time is coming when, 
touched by the Spirit of the Master, they 
will respond in the building of beautiful 
churches for the worship of their new 
Master. 

The next day seven of the pastors, some 
laymen, and three missionaries met at the 
church at Oji for the conference. One of 
the most interesting events reported was 
that of the opening of a new preaching- 
place in the suburbs of Tokio, to be man- 
aged and financed entirely by the Japanese. 
We like to see them launching out. Broth- 
ers Fry and Garman and myself gave ad- 
dresses, Brother Garman’s carefully written 
out and read, Brother Fry’s and mine in- 
terpreted. We all confess that as much as 
we have studied the language of Japan and 
can preach in it, we cannot understand ful- 
ly the most common Japanese speakers. 

Brother Fry talked about war and the 
method of ending it. The end can come 
only when the nations get the new heart 
which can come only through Jesus Christ. 
My address. was about Bible study. Having 
just gone over the bock of Hebrews, I have 

ad a desire that our pastors shall take up 
the Bible intensively according to Dr. 
White’s method. My own experience is that 
when the method is pursued, it will yield 
rich results, not only in sermon material, 
but will fill the student with a new en- 
thusiasm and spiritual power, the witness 
of the Spirit Himself. Surely no book so 
speaks to the heart of men as does this won- 
derfully inspired Word of God. One of 
the Lutheran scholarly missionaries of 


Japan told me some time ago that it is very | 


easy to remember how many times the Word 
is said to be God-spoken, just one thousand 
one hundred and eleven. But if the Bible 
itself said nothing about inspiration, I feel 
sure its hold on the hearts of men would 
prove that the Book is. not of the -wisdom 
of men.
